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“Tips For Tough Times” May Help 
Consumers With Layaway Purchases 


Furniture, clothing, even a 
set of drums -- all of it can and 
has been purchased on layaway 
plans by Marylanders who later 
nearly lost either their money 
or the merchandise they wanted 
because they didn’t know their 
rights under Maryland's Lay- 
away Sales Act, according to 
the latest issue of “Tipsfor Tough 
Times,” published by the Con- 
sumer Protection Division in 
the office of Attorney General J. 
Joseph Curran, Jr. 

‘Layaway purchases can be 
of growing importance to con- 
sumers during difficult times, 
when then are trying to avoid 
buying things with credit cards 
and instead turn to layaways 
for appliances, clothing and holi- 
day gifts,” Curran said. 

The consumers whose cases 
are cited in the current “Tips 
for Tough Times” all got re- 
funds when they complained to 
Curran’'s office. They include a

full for a furniture layaway but 
never got the furniture because 
the store claimed the goods 
weren't in stock; a Baltimore 
man who paid $600 towards 
purchase of a set of drums but 
almost lost his money when he 
became unemployed and had to 
stop making payments; and a 
Baltimore woman who found 
that the clothes she thought 
were reserved for her on lay- 
away were no longer available. 
“When consumers know 
their rights under the law, they 
can be spared a lot of grief and 
perhaps get what they origi- 
nally tried to buy,” Curran said. 
Under a layaway agreement, 
a consumer agrees to buy goods 
by making a down payment and 
follow-up payments, Curran 
explained. The merchant agrees 
to hold the goods or identical 
goods for the consumer until all 
the payments are made. The 
merchant must give the con- 
sumer a receipt each time a 
payment is made and sell the 
goods at the price set in the 
layaway agreement, even if the 
price later goes up, according to 
“Tips for Tough Times.” 
Maryland’s Layaway Sales 
Act requires a merchant to give 
the consumer a written layaway 
agreement, spelling out the 
consumer's rights and obliga 
tions when buying an item on 
layaway. If the seller fails to 
comply with the law, the con- 
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Available 
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sumer can cancel the agreement 
and get a full refund, the Attor- 
ney General said. 

Consumers have the right to 
cancel a layaway agreement 
within seven days of signing it 
and receive a full refund of all 
the money they have already 
paid. If a consumer cancels a 
layaway agreement after eight 
days or more, or doesn’t make a 
payment within 15 days of a due 
date, the merchant may keep 
only 10% of the full price of the 
item, or the money the consumer 
already has paid, whichever is 
less, Curran said. 

Curran’s office is distribut- 
ing “Tips for Tough Times” 
throughout the state via a com- 
munications network made up 
of more than 200 local employ- 
ers, agencies, labor unions, 
churches, community associa- 
tions and service groups.

Education Bu. trims Budget To Handle 
State Cut; Accepts Tobacco-Free Proposal 


The Garrett County 
Board of Education met 
Tuesday night and as the 
first order of business cut 
the school system’s budget 
by $280,000, as per the re- 
quest of the Garrett County 
Commissioners. The cut is a 
result of the recent state- 
wide budget slashing that 
took nearly $900,000 from 
the county. Dr. Jerome Rys- 
cavage, superintendent of 
Garrett County Schools, was 
evidently relieved that the 
cut was not larger, although 
he appeared to have some 
reservations about the long- 
term affect of the cut. An- 
other item discussed and 
voted on by the board mem- 
bers was a tobacco-free 
schools recommendation, 
and two members whose 


tenures are ending were 
wished well by the remain- 
ing board members. 
Budget Cuts 
Ryscavage recommended 
the following cuts to the 
school board members: allo- 
cate $125,000 of the fund 
balance which has accumu- 
lated since the fiscal year 
1992 audit; reduce the capi- 
tal outlay category in the 
amount of $75,000 by elimi- 
nating $42,000 from the 
architect fees for the south- 
ern area elementary schools 
and reducing the funding of 
the Southern High School 
locker room project by 
$33,000. Reduce administra- 
tion $3,200 in the areas of 
board of education print- 
ing/publishing ($1,000) and

Garrett Officials Support Secessionist

Oakland Man Accused Of Threatening 
Lives Of Garrett Sheriff's Officers 


A 26-year-old Oakland 
man was arrested Monday 
afternoon following an alter- 
cation with two Garrett 
County Sheriff: Office depu- 
ties during which he appar- 
ently threatened the officers 
with a knife. Timothy Welch 
reportedly held Cpl. Randy 
Sines and Detective Jeff 
Murphy at bay with the 
knife for approximately 20 
minutes in the kitchen of a 
Mtn. Lake Park residence. 
The officers had arrived at 
the home in response to a 
disorderly conduct com- 
plaint, and when they ap- 
proached the defendant, he 
grabbed the knife and point- 
ed it at them, making sever- 
al slashes toward them, 
according to the report. 

Welch then attempted to 
remove his shirt and appar- 
ently the knife became mo- 
mentarily caught in his 
sleeve. At that instant, a 
relative of the defendant’s 
snatched the weapon out of 
his hand. Welch then 
grabbed a large metal spoon 
and continued to threaten 
the officers, swearing at 
them. Sines knocked him to 
the floor and handcuffed 
him, according to the report, 
and he was transported to 
the Garrett County Jail 
where he was charged with 
assault with intent to mur- 
der, two counts of common 
law assault, resisting arrest, 
recklessly endangering the 
lives of others, and disorder- 
ly conduct. 

Welch is incarcerated in 
lieu of $100,000, according to 
a Sheriff's Office spokesper- 
son. 

In other Sheriff's Office 
news, several bench war- 
rants were served to area 
persons on various charges. 

Randy L. Wiley, 28, 
Grantsville, was arrested on 
the strength of a bench 
warrant for failing to appear 
in court.

Monroe Run Wilderness Area Is Officially 
Designated As State’s Largest Classroom 


While on a tour through 
Western Maryland this past 
week, Maryland Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR) 
Secretary Dr. Torrey C. 
Brown signed a “memoran- 
dum of understanding” with 
Kent Fuller, director of the 
Appalachian Environmental 
Laboratory (AEL) at Frost- 
burg State University, that 
establishes the Monroe Run 
Wilderness Classroom and 
Research Center as Mary- 
land’s largest classroom. 

Located in Savage River 
State Forest, Monroe Run is 
a 3,000 acre drainage basin 
which extends from New 


Germany Road to Big Run 
State Park and is character- 
ized as an Alpine stream 
valley. 

Under the terms of the 
formal agreement, the area 
will be dedicated to environ- 
mental education and long- 
term environmental re- 
search. AEL and DNR will 
jointly develop an 
educational interpretive 
Program to be used by stu- 
dents of all age levels from 
Brade school through college. 

The project was originally 
proposed in 1988 when Gar- 
rett County Liaison for DNR 
Gary Yoder began discussing 
environmentaleducation ind 
its importance — especialy in 
a natural setting that would, 
hopefully, foster a better 
understanding of the larger, 
integrated ecosystems,” said 
Yoder, than could be accom: 
plished through the use of 
an indoor classr:.om or even 
a field trip setting 

"What was needed was 
the next step up from the 
field trip concept,” said 
Yoder. “We wanted a natural 
wilderness classroom and we 
wanted an area that could be 
used for long-term research 
by scientists. Monroe Run 
was selected because it had 
the most needed characteris- 
tics. 

"It is a wilderness area — 
isolated, but not inaccessible 
- with pedestrian traffic for 
a Wide range of groups.” he 
added 

Yoder then stated that 
the "diverse regime of flora 
and fauna” was a character- 
iatic that lent itaelf to envi- 
ronmental and interpretive 
@ducation

The number one killer of t-ens and young adultsin the 
United States is alcohol-related highway crashes.

35-Year Mission To Save 
The Compton School Complete

The mission to save the Compton School began 35 years 
ago Butsince itscompleted renovationearlier thisyear. the 
structure has straddled the centunes. 

The local histoncal publication The Glades Star in 1957 
urgedthatthe deteriorating log schoolhouse located at the 
intersection of New Germany and Chestnut Ridge Roads, be 
preserved “as a museum and memorial for the citizens of 
Garrett County whogave theirenergy and skill and showed 
theirrugged individualism in construction whatthey then 
thought was quite modern, to meet the needs oftheirtime.” 

In 1960, Ross Durst wrote inthe same publication that 

Ifan attempt isto be made to preserve it, it must be done 
soon.” Alas, nothing whatsoever was done, soonorlate For 
another quarter-century the school continued to rot and 
Sag. a victim of almost twocenturiesof wear and weather 

Then, in 1986, an application was submitted to Mary- 
land Historical Trust, nominating the school to the Mary- 
land Historical Register. In response, the trust said the 
building was ineligible because of major structural prob- 
lems 
Soon afterwards, thecounty commissioners ex pressed 
concern that a sponsor be found for the historic structure 
and in 1987, Penn Alps, Inc., began seeking the school’s 
owners, Cora Broadwater and Dorothy Saum, hoping to 
acquire the property. In Aug. 1988, the school was donated 
to Penn Alps, which quickly had the building appraised by 
an architectural historian of its potential for restoration 
With a highly favorable appraisal in hand, Maryland 
thistoncal Trust consented to aloan that made restoration 
possible. In October 1989, the job was underway and bythe 
summer of 1992, the project was complete; notonly interms 
of reconstruction, but also in furnishing with antiques 
Appropnate tothe original period of use, 90 as tore-instill the 
spint ofthe mid-to-late 1800s. 

From the first day it was publicly proposed thatthe log 
building be salvaged and renovated, tothe day the restored 
school wasopen tothe public, 35 years had passed. But with 
the remodeling finished, nowadays a visitor needsonly to 
step inside the school... topassfrom the 20th century back 
into the 19th.

The mission to save the Compton School began 35 years 
ago. But since itscompleted renovation carlierthis year, the 
structure has straddled the centunes. 

The local historical publication The Glades Starin 1957 
urged that the deteriorating log echoolhouse located at the 
intersection of New Germany and Chestnut Ridge Roads, be 
preserved “as a museum and memorial for the citizens of 
Garrett County whogave theirenergy and skill and showed 
their rugged individualism inconstruction what they then 
thought was quite modem, tomeet the needsoftheirtime.” 

In 1960, Ross Durst wrote in the same publication that 
“If an attempt is to be made to preserve it, it must be done 
soon.” Alas, nothing whatsoever was done, soonor late For 
another quarter-century the school continued to rot and 
sag, a victim of almost two centuries of wear and weather 

Then, in 1986, an application was submitted to Mary 
land Fi:storical Trust, nominating the school tothe Mary- 
land Historical Register. In response, the trust said the 
building was ineligible because of major structural prob- 
lems.

and in 1987, Penn Alps, Inc., began seeking the school's 
owners, Cora Broadwater and Dorothy Saum, hoping to 
acquire the property. In Aug. 1988, the school was donated 
to Penn Alps, which quickly had the building appraised by 
an architectural! historian of its potential for restoration. 
With a highly favorable appraisal in hand, Maryland 
thstoncal Trust consentedto aloan that made restoration 
possible. In October 1989, the job wasunderway and by the 
summer of 1992, the project wascomplete; notonly interms 
of reconstruction, but also in furnishing with antiques 
appropnate totheoriginal period of use, soasto re-instill the 
spirit of the mid-to-late 1800s. 

From the first day it was publ icly proposed that the log 
building be salvaged and renovated, tothe day therestored 
school wasopen tothe public, 35 yearshad passed. But with 
the remodeling finished, nowadays a visitor needs only to

Group Proposes

help refine the proposal. 
“This collaborative pro- 
ceas should include all inter- 
eated and affected sectors of 
education in the state,” said 
Constance Stuart, chair of 
the task force, “so that it 
attracts the best ideas for 
developing thia model intoa 
successful and innovative 
teacherpreparation program 
for the realitiesof today’s and 
tomorrow’sclassrooms.” 

The task force recom- 
mended phasing out the un- 
dergraduate degree in educa- 
tion and instead requiring 
new teachers to earn a 
bachelor's degree with a ape- 
cific major in liberal arts or 
sciences. 

Stuart described the lib- 
eral art9/sciences degree as 
the “preferred” preparation 
for the Professional Develop- 
ment Yearbut said thatother 
students would not be pre- 
cluded from the program as 
long as they passed the re- 
quiredexam toenterthe Pro- 
feaaional Development Pro- 

gram 

Stuart said that the pro- 
posed changes go hand-in- 

hand with efforts to reform 
primary and secondary edu- 
cation in Maryland. 

The task force was asked 
to recommend ways to en- 
sure thatthe undergraduate 
of teachers provided a com- 
prehensive and substantive 
foundation in the liberal arts 
and sciences, including ap- 
propriate general education 
subjects, an academic major 
and related minors. 

Stuart isa memberof the 
Commission. The balance of 
the task force wasmade up of 
educators, legislators, and 
pnvate citizens.

STOP PRAYING? 
December 13, 1992 


Background Scripture: 

Luke 1:1-15 
Devotional Reading: 

Luke 1:67-79, 

There are some who pray 
much in the sarne way that they 
mail! order merchandise from 
Sears or Spiegels. For them, 
prayer is like a shopping list of 
needs that God is obligated to 
fulfill. At the other extreme are 
those who believe that prayer is 
useless, an exercise in futility. 
In between those two polarities 
is where you and I probably find 
ourselves: not so arrogant that 
we believe God cannot and will 
Not refuse our request, nor so 
skeptical as to believe that it 
accomplishes nothing. 

The problem with many of 
us is pretty much what it was 
with Zechariah, the Jewish 
priest who became the father of 
John the Baptist. Wedon'tknow 
how long Zechariah and Eliza- 
beth prayed for a son, but as 
Luke saya “both were advanced 
in years,” we can assume that 
forquite a few decades they had 
prayed fervently and nothing 
happened. 

NO ANSWER? 

Have you ever prayed for 
something day afterday, month 
after month, year after year, 
but without anything you could 
interpret as an answer? I have. 
For at least three decades, | 
have prayed daily for the heal- 
ing of a loved one's troubled 
soul. If there has been any re- 
sult of my prayer, I have not 
noticed, In fact, quite to the 
contrary. It is not a selfish or 
unusual request. I know that 
God wants that person whole 
as much and even more than | 
do. Is it beyond the power of 
God? No. Maybe I'm not pray- 
ing rightly or perhaps I am not 
worthy for God to answer this 
prayer? No, I don't think that is 
it either. God doesn't answer 
Prayer because we are worthy 
and only humans worry about 
prayer being the ‘right way.” In 
fact, in Luke 1 we find that 
Zechariah and Elizabeth “were 
both righteous before God, 





walking in all the command 
ments and ordinances of the 
Lord blameleas. But they had 
no child...” (1:6,7), 

So it does not follow that 
God will answer the prayers of 
his “good” children and turn a 
deaf ear to thoee who are “bad.” 
Human transactions and rela- 
tionships may work that way, 
but not with God. Answered 
prayer is always a matter of 
grace: not because we are good, 
but in spite of the fact that we 
are not. Goodness may be re- 
warded, but a reward is never 
guaranteed. So, for me, prayer 
is always a mystery. Just when 
Ithink I know how best to pray, 
just when I think I have it all 
figured out, I am brought face 
to face with the realization that 
I don’t know as muchas | think 
I do. 

YOUR PRAYER 
IS HEARD! 

Zechariah’s experience inthe 
temple is always a spiritual 
tonic for me. When I wonder 
whether the God of the uni- 
verse could possibly be hearing 
my prayers, I read the angel's 
assurance to both Zechariah and 
all of us, “Do not be afraid. ..for 
your prayer is heard...” (1:13). 
All of us need to be reassured 
that our prayers are heard and 
regarded by God, that in pray- 
ing we are not speaking empty 
words to ourselves. Zechariah 
was assured, not only that his 
prayer was heard, but that his 
wife would bear a child that 
was to be a special servant of 
God. 

So, should all barren couples 
believe that they are guaran- 
teed that someday there will be 
achild born tothem? No, thatis 
a guarantee that prayer cannot 
and will not make, What is 
guuranteed is that Goo has 
heard the prayer and will do 
something about it. The pur- 
pose of our prayer wil! be ful- 
filled, but the letter ofthe prayer 
may not be. We will get our 
heart's desire, but it may not be 
in the form we have asked for. 
We are not God and therefore 
wedonotal ways know what we 
really need 

So, although I have not yet 
penetrated the mystery of 
Prayer and seen the results of 
my years of praying one special 
request, I wil! continue to pray, 
assured that God does hear my 
prayer and cares enough forme 
to answer that prayer, even 
though I may not see or under. 
stand the answer when it comes. 

When shall I stop praying? 
Never'

was so successful that in 
March 1980 it was retitled 
“Nightline” and made a regu 
lar nightly broadcast. with 
Koppel as host Before that. 
Koppel was ABC's chief diplo- 
matic correspondent. a post 
tion he had held since 1971

This is a real shock to the 
daytime community, which 
assumed that Strasser would 
be taking over the “Guiding

Light” role of vixen supreme 
Alexandra Spaulding. most re- 
cently vacated by Beverlee 
McKinsey. Strasser had been 
Spotted more than once re- 
cently at “GL” ‘s Manhattan 
Studio 

As Dorian. Strasser would 
replace her successor in the 
role. Flaine Princi. At first. 
the much softer Princi 
couldn't get past the shadow of 
her overpowering predeces- 
sor. but later her own talents 
were most impressively 
brought out by the new produc- 
tion-writing team of Linda 
Gottlieb and Michael Malone 

Strasser won two Daytime 
Emmys for her performance 
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as Dorian, a role she played 
from 1979-87. Thereafter, 
Strasser headed to Hollywood, 
where she did quite well. She 
had regular roles on “Coach” 
and “Knots Landing.” made 
guest appearances in series 
such as “Murphy Brown” and 
*2000 Malibu Road.” had parts 
in miniseries such as “Glitter” 
and “Lady Boss.” and starred 
in the memorable “Baby M.” 
Strasser defined the role of 
the daytime vixen supreme 
when she played the original 
Rachel Davis on “Another 
World” from 1967-71. Her only 
daytime role that was not an 
outright success was one that 
began as a heroine - Dr. Chris- 
tina Karras on “All My Chil- 
dren’ (1976-79). As Dorian. 
Strasser was divinely nasty, 
but she also so finely painted 
the character's undercurrents 
of insecurity and neurosis that 
the otherwise-disagreeable 
Dorian became emotionally 
accessible to the audience 
While other soap villainesses 
often veer into camp (such as 
Joan Collins’ Alexis on “Dy- 
nasty”), Strasser’s characters 
have been saved by their very 
human base of vulnerability 
Her Dorian was so high- 
Strung. at times it would ap- 
pear she was just about to 
Snap! She was the perfect nem- 
esis for “OLTL” ‘s goddess of 
good. her stepdaughter Viki 
Buchanan. played by Erika 
Slezak, who is herself an ac- 
tress every bit as formidable 
as Strasser 
A huge welcome back to an 
actress whose work goes be- 
yond just portraying a soap- 
opera icon of evil’ As Strasser 
has proved amply during her 


20 years in soaps, daytime act- 
ing can be art 
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cess, evil queen and earnest 
fantasy.

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Romanian Couple View's Similarities And Disparities 
Of Veterinary Practice In Their Country And Ours 


by Bernice Kepple 


The world has opened 
up to citizens of countries 
that were formerly a part of 
the Union of Soviet Social- 
ist Republica, and some of 
thoge citizens are taking any 
opportunity to travel to 
parts of the world they once 
only dreamed of visiting 

Tt was just such an op- 
portunity that brought loan 
and Doina Cordumeanu, to 
Maryland from Romania 
The Cordumeanus, a mar 
ned couple who are both 
veterinarians in Romania, 
visited America as part of a 
veterinary exchange pro- 
gram between the twocoun- 
tries. Based in Blacksburg, 
Va, at the Maryland/Vir-. 
ginia Veterinary School, the 
pair visited Garrett County 
several weeks ago and spent 
two days traveling with Dr 
David Rawe of Casselman 
Veterinary Services in 
Grantsville 

A special stop for loan 
@Wohn) and Doina was the 
Ray Miller farm in Pleasant 
Valley, because Miller had 
recently returned from a 
visit to their home country, 
Romania. Miller had spent 
two weeks there in October 
as part of a voluntary con- 
struction crew, which in 
that two weeks time erected 
a 38-foot by 116-foot dairy 
bam which will house 42 
cows 

The barn 1s part of a 
project by Christian Aid 
Ministry, an organization 
supported by Amish/Men- 
nonites, Liberal Menno- 
nites, and members of some 
other religious sects. The 
Romanian project includes 
the land and other build- 
ings where the barn was 
built, and an orphanage, all 
purchased through dona- 
tions. Long-range plans in- 
clude the pasteurization 
and bottling of milk for the 
orphanage and surround- 
Ing communities, and the 
production of ice cream for 
market. Now residing on the 
farm in Romania is New 
Holland, Pa., dairy farmer 
Ben Lapp Lapp has expen: 
ence pasteurizing, bottling 
and neaking ice cream frum 
the milk he produces on his 
Pennsylvania farm, andhas 
offered his expertise to get 
the Romanian project 
started. 

The group Miller trav- 
eled with consisted of 13 
volunteers, six from this 
area and seven from 
Lancaster, Pa. Also travel- 
ing from this area were 
Emanual and Edna Miller, 


Eddie Miller, Fred Peter 
sheim, Edwin Bender, as 
well as Ray Miller Several 
other groups have been in 
Romania since then, includ- 
ing some from thisarea, and 
there will be more going 
since there 1s still work to 
be done 
The cows to fill the barn 
in Romania will also come 
from thiscountry, some will 
be purchased and some will 
be donated. These cows are 
scheduled toleave thiscoun- 
try in April 
Because ofhis recent tnp 
to Romania, Miller was glad 
to visit with the Cor- 
dumeanus; to show them 
Pictures from their home- 
land, and talk with them

quickly We must send most 
things to laboratory ” 

Dr. Rawe related that 
some of the diseases the 
Romanian veterinarians 
treat are the same as those 
he treats, but ourcows don't 
get some diseases theirs do, 
and theirs don't get some 
diseases ours do. “They don't 
have pink eye over there,” 
he exclaimed. When told 
what pink eye is and whatit 
1s caused by, they said, “Yes, 
we have studied it in our 
exotic disease course at the 
university.” 

Miller said he had met 
one veterinarian while in 
Romania who had also been 
inthiscountry. He had been 
here specifically to learn 
about displaced abomasum

cows and all the land was 
owned by the government 
at that time. Collective 
farms got treated differently 
only because of money 
State farms had college 
graduates and everything, 
but collective farms had 
workers who were not so 
smart because they did not 
have the advantage of an 
education 

“After the revolution,” 
she continued, “collective 
farms disappeared and 
people took their animals 
back. I think this may not 
be a good thing. Our people 
are not able to work the 
land in small pieces. We 
hope they will form associa- 
tions (cooperatives) between 
themselves and have an 
agronomist. Many old

all knew 

Doina arrived in the 
United States in August and 
loan in September. They 
will be returning to Roma- 
nia December 15 to be home 
in time to celebrate their 
son's birthday on December 
25. While here, they have 
taken every advantage to 
view procedures not per- 
formed in their country. 

Dr Rawe was surprised 
to learn just how similar 
their education was to his. 
The differences, however, 
exist in the level of technol- 
ogy and the facilities which 
are not available to them in 
Romania. 

‘The major differences 
between (veterinary prac- 
tice) in our countries,” 
Doina, who speaks perfect 
English, says, “is technol- 
ogy. You have a lot of tech- 
nology. I don’t want to say 
we have no machines, but 
practice is very hard in Ro- 
mania. We don't have the 
ability to make an analysis

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(twisted stomach), because 
they don’t experience it 
there due to the way they 
feed and the type of feed 
they use. This vet will be 
caring for the imported 
cattle that will be housed in 
the barn Miller helped build, 
and he wanted to be knowl- 
edgeable on the disease and 
its treatment. 

The Cordumeanus are 
very interested in all feed 
programs, total mixed ra- 
tions (TMRs) and computer 
feeding. They also asked 
about cotton seed, because 
they've seen it on so many 
farms here, and its use as a 
feed additive. Not being 
available in Romania, they 
asked what they might have 
that 13 equivalent to cotton 
seed. Miller asked if they 
have distillers grain or 
roasted soybeans, and when 
they said they were famil- 
iar with distillers, Miller 
said he wouldn’t be sur- 
prised if that could be used 
to replace cotton seed. 

One of their major feed 
sources are beets (cow 
beets), and Dr. Rawe said 
he doesn’t know where they 
would even fit into feed ra- 
tions in this country. In 
Romania, the beets are 
pulled by hand and put on 
piles, then the tops are cut 
off. The beet tops are fed 
separately while still fresh, 
and the beets are fed whole 
or chopped. “Our cows 
would choke on them if they 
tried to eat them whole,” 
Dr. Rawe said. Continuing, 
he laughed, “Every once in 
a while we get a cow that 
has choked on an apple.” 

Dr. Rawe asked the 
couple if, before the revolu- 
tion, cows at state farms got 
better care than cowsin the 
villages. Doina said that 
during that time there were 
two kinds of farms, state 
farms and collective farms 
She went on toexplain that 
at the beginning of Commu- 
nism, people in the villages 
were obliged to put all their 
animals and all their land 
in the collective farms 

“At that time,” Doina 
said, “yes, the state farm 
was the best because they 
had the ability to have all 


the best food and had the 
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people are left in villages 
and the young ones work in 
towns. These old people 
don't have the knowledge 
and ability to care for their 
stock.” 

The villagers must use 
everything they have to the 


utmost. They use steers or 
one horse to pull their small 
wagons Some even use a 
team of cows to pull a wagon 
to gather their beets and 
corn. Doina says she tries to 
discourage that. She doesn’t 
like them using their cowa, 
and says the cows have to 
produce milk and that 1s 
enough of a strain on them 
without pulling a wagon 

Shecontinued toexplain 
that the people only got a 
percentage of their land 
back from collective farms. 
This was because many of 
the large land holders were 
foreigners, and to protect 

Romanians, the govern- 
ment didn’t want them to 
be able to take all theirland 
back, only a percentage. { 
protect the country 

Miller said he was im- 
pressed while he was there 
when he saw people trying 
to harvest their beets or 
whatever they had “They 
were trying to take care of 
their things inthe field,” he 
said. “They don’t just sit 
back and let it go. They are 
trying totuke care of it. They 
don't have money for fertil- 
izer and lime, still they give 
it their time, even if they 
don’t have any money.” 

In Romania loan man- 
ages a state farm, develop- 
ing feed rations as well as 
providing veterinary ser- 
vices. Doinais the state vet- 
ennarian for her area. Since 
the revolution, their goal is 
to open a private business, 
their own vet clinic. But 
Doina says, “for this, we 
must lose our jobs. I’m not 
able to do this in the after- 
noon after my regular job 
It is the law.” 

If she did quit her state 
job, she says the state would 
hire (appoint) another vet- 
erinarian. They, in their 
pnvate practice then, would 
be in competition with the 
new state veterinarian. The 
people in the village, how- 
ever, would then have a 
choice. 

Asked if they did start a 
private clinic, are the touls 
and equipment they use now 
their own, or does the state 
own them, Doina replied: “I 
don’t own them, but I want 
to say that I don’t have 
them.” Dr. Rawe explained 
that in his conversation 
with them, he learned that 
the state doesn’t even pro- 
vide them with the basics 
“A balling gun is sumething 
they don’t have! They don’t 
have tubes for IV, but have 
to suck it out of the bottle 
with a syringe.” Hearing 
this, Doina nodded and said 
that she is familar with 


such things, she saw them 
at college, but she doesn't 
have them to work with 

Doina recognized the 
balling gun as something 
used to insert magnets. Dr. 
Rawe said “Overthere they 
tie their hay bales with wire 
like we did here years ago, 
and they have a lot of hard- 
ware problems. So many of 
the cows had hardware that 
even the magnets didn't 
help. They'd put a magnet 
into the cow and come up 
with a ball of wire as big as 
a grapefruit. It was just a 
real big problem.” 

Dr. Rawe continued: 
“Here every vet clinic has 
an X-ray machine, some 
have cell counters, all these 
things which they wouldn't 
have access to at all. They 
have no anesthetics at all, 
except Procaine, which is a 
local anesthetic. They have 
all the knowledge and all 
the ability, but their hands 
are tied.”

Update On Corn Conditions 

Mike Beck, Oakland Southern States, has received some 
Mycotoxin reports back on corn sam ples. Fortunately, none 
of the samples had high levels of aflatoxin to be much of a 
problem since its favor environment is corn that is stressed 
by drought. Although these first analysis reports were 
somewhat negative, feed moldy corn with caution. 

Feed any corn with traces of mold first. Moldy corn gets 
moldier the longer it stays in storage. Blend moldy corn into 
good corn to dilute the toxic effects if they exist. You would 
need to have your corn checked for mycotoxin content in 
order to formulate the blend. 

Swine and horses are the most sensitive to mycotoxin 
My advice is not to feed them moldy corn. If you're worried 
about mycotoxin, take a sample to Oakland Southern States 
They will have it checked free of charge. 

If had to guess I would say that the quality of our com 
silage and shelled corn is down this year. Com silage will 
probably be lower in protein and higher in acid detergent 
fiber and neutral detergent fiber. This means the energy 
content is lower. I strongly recommend that you have a 
nutnent analysis. 

Feeding High Moisture Corn To Milk Cows 

For many of you this will be your first experience of 
feeding high moisture corn. There is a difference from 
feeding dry corn. I am in the process of putting together 
detailed information on feeding high-moisture corn that will 
be available to you. 

Because high-moisture is harvested before maturity, it 
may contain less energy on adry matter basis due to thelack 
of starch content. Protein content also may be more variable 
Ensiled high moisture corn will produce more acid compared 
to dry corn. Also greater breakdown of true protein will 
occur. The higher acid content may adversely affect dry 
matter intake, milk production and lower fat test. F, eeding 
a buffer such as sodium bicarbonate may be necessary. This 
preblem alone justifies nutrient testing. 

In feeding milk cows it is important that you adjust the 
dry matter content compared to dry corn. This is necessary 
to provide the proper dry matter intake. This is done by 
dividing the desired corn dry matter intake by the dry 
matter content of the high moisture corn as a decimal, For 
example, if you were to feed 10 pounds of dry corn and the 
dry matter content of the high moisture corn was 65 percent 
Divide 10 by .68 (10 divided by 65 = 15.4 pounds of high 
moisture corn to equal 10 pounds of dry corn.)

New Tillage Practices Can Mean 
New Insect Problems For Farmers 


Farmers who cut back 
on tillage can expect to see 
changes in insect popula- 
tions in their corn fields -- 
some good and some bad, 
according to insect special- 
ists in the Corn Belt. 

Many farmers are reduc- 
ing tillage to conserve soil. 
The 1990 Farm Bill requires 
farmers to limit erosion to 
acceptable levels in order to 
remain eligible for federal 
farm programs. 

Earthworms Thrive 

Taking the good news 
first: earthworms, which 
can be very valuable in crop 
production, tend to thrive 
in no-till fields because the 
soil holds more moisture, 
and crop residues make a 
good food source. 

Ed Berry, USDA ento- 
mologist in Ames, Iowa, says 
earthworms are especially 
important in no-till farm- 
ing because they loosen and 
aerate the soil. 

“Earthwormsare anatu- 
ral form of tillage,” Berry 
says.

Some damaging insects 
tend to become more 
troublesome in conserva- 
tion-tilled com. The Uni- 
versity of Nebraska’s insec- 
ticide recommendations 
warn that conservation till- 
age keeps the soil cooler. 
This makes corn seeds 
sprout and grow more 
slowly, so they’re more vul- 
nerable to early-season soil 
insects. 

Rich Edwards, Purdue 
University insect specialist, 
points out that high-resi- 
due or weedy fields can 
make a good breeding 
ground for insects like cut- 
worms, wireworms, white 
grubs, billbuge and stalk 
borers.

A Cabinet-level dispute 
over new food-labeling rules 
was resolved last week by

The president's action 
clears the way for more than 
4,000 pages of Food and 
Drug Administration regu- 
lations to be published, and 
for labels on more than 
257,000 food products to be 
printed.

They apply to nearly 
all processed foods; a simi- 
lar set of labels will be used 
on meat and meat products, 
which the Agriculture De- 
partment regulates. 


The food industry is now 
required to list the quanti- 
ties of 14 nutrients present 
Mm @ serving of food. It also 
sets strict definitions on the 
use of terms such as “light.” 
Claims of health benefits 
from consuming a food are 
limited to eight instances. 


The label regulations 
that will go into effect were 
proposed by FDA. Labels will 
list grams of fat, protein and 
other nutrients per serving, 
as well as what a serving 
contains relative to average

Jon Tollefson of Iowa 
State University explains 
that cutworms start out as 
moths, which fly north each 
spring from the Gulf of 
Mexico. Weeds or crop resi- 
dues give the moths the 
shelter they need to lay 
eggs. When larvae hatch, 
growing weeds provide a 
food source until corn plants 
emerge from the ground. 

Changes in crop rota- 
tions -- one option for meet- 
ing conservation compliance 
requirements -- can also af- 
fect insect pressures. 

For example, changing 
a corn-soybean rotation by 
adding more years of com 
gives a farmer more crop 
residues to protect the 
ground against erosion. But 
entomologists widely agree 
that continuous corn leads 
to more problems with corn 
rootworm, the single most 
damaging insect pest in 
corn. 

Adding sod to the rota- 
tion increases the chance 
for wireworm infestation 
when the field is rotated 
back into corn -- whether 
the field is plowed or no- 
tilled. 

Treating Insect 
Problems 

Larry Bledsoe, another 
Purdue insect specialist, 
says growers shouldn't let 
insects discourage them 
from reducing tillage. “Con- 
servation tillage systems 
don’t necessarily have more 
or leas insect problems, just 
different ones,” he says. 

Berry points out that 
controlling weeds in and 
around no-till fields can 
make them less attractive

Soil insecticides are an- 
other line of defense. Be- 
cause high-residue fields 
can have different insect 
Problems, they may need 
different insecticides. 

Clive Edwards of Ohio 
State University says that 
if earthworms are impor- 
tant, certain insecticides 
should be avoided. Find out 
what chemical class the 
product is from. 

“The real criminals are 


the carbamate insecticides,” 


he says. “Organophos- 
phates like Dyfonate are 
only mildly toxic to earth- 
worms. And synthetic pyre- 
throids like Force are harm- 
less.” 

Beg Groenwold, techni- 
cal product manager at ICI 
Americas, says the company 
has evaluated its soil insec- 
ticides with high-residue 
fields in mind. 

“We found that one of 
them, Force, doesn’t harm 
earthworms yet is highly 
effective on rootworms, cut- 
worms, wireworms, white- 
grubs and some of the other 
insects that cause trouble 
inno-till. Soforno-till, Force 
would be our first recom- 
mendation,” he says. 

“The '92 season was dry, 
then very wet,” he adds. 
“Force performed extreme] y 
well under difficult, vari- 
able conditions where other 
insecticides have failed.”

Lucky 
enough, with it also comes 
another opportunity toapply 
heat conserving measures. 

"Since heating accounta 
for approximately 48 percent 
of residential energy costs, 
it's more important thanever 
to increase your home's en- 
ergy efficiency,” says Dr, Lee 
Grant, ahome maintenance 
specialist with the Maryland 
Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice (MCES), 

The heating system is a 
good place to start. Grant 
recommends that you: 

“Keep your heating equip- 
ment well tuned with peri- 
odic maintenance by a pro- 
fessional. Oil furnacesshould 
be serviced at least once a 
year. If you have oil heat, ask 
the service professional tosee 
if the firing rate is correct. 

* Insulate accessible heat- 
ing ducts in unheated areas. 

* Lower yourthermostat 
toabout 65 F during the day 
and 60 F at night. Lowering 
the average heating tempera- 

tures of every household in 
the United States seven de- 
grees over a 24-hour period 
would save the equivalent of 
more than 570,000 barrelsof 
oil a day. (The exception to 
this advice are the elderly or 
infirm, who may need tokeep 
the heat above 65 F.) 

* Close off unoccupied 
rooms; shut the hvat vents or 
turn off the radiators. But 
don't let it get cold enough to 
freeze heating system pipes. 








(If you have a heat pump 
system, leave it alone; shut- 
ting vents could harm the 
pump.) 

*Keepwindowsnearyour 
thermostat tightly closed. 
Otherwise, it will keep your 
furnace working even after 
the rest of the room has 
reached a comfortable tem- 
perature. 

* Keep draperies and 
shades open in sunny win- 
dows; close them on cloudy 
days and at night. 

* Dust or vacuum radia- 
tor surfaces frequently. Dust 
and grime impede the flow of 
heat. (Avoid painting radia- 
tors; the layers of paint act as 
insulation, preventing proper 
“radiation” of heat. If you 
must paint, use metallic or 
flat black paints; they trans- 
mit heat better than glossy 
paints.) 

Once you're heating your 
home efficiently, make sure 
to keep the warm air inside 
and the winter’s chill out- 
side. The best way todo this, 
according to Grant, is to 
eliminate airleaks involving 
windowsand doors. 

* Test windows and doors 
for airtightness. Hold a rib- 
bon of tissue paper in front of 
the frames and sasheaof your 
windows. Ifit moves. youneed 
caulking and/or weather- 
stripping. For a more accu- 
rate test, youcan use alighted 
candle and watch for move- 
ment in the flame, but be 
careful not to set curtainson 
fire, (Both methods work best 
abreezy day.) 

* Caulk and weatherstrip 
doors and windows. Caulk- 
ing and weatherstripping 
materials cost about $30 for 
the average house (12 win- 
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dows, 2 doors). Saving in 
annual energy costs could 
amountto 10 percent ormore. 

* Look for other airleaks 
in walls or ceilings. Seal 
cracks or holes and fill gaps 
in insulation. 

* Install storm windows 
and doors. Alternativesrange 
from combination screen and 
storm windows to heavy-duty 
clear plastic sheetson a frame 
and clear plastic film that 
can be taped tightly to the 
inside of window frames. 

* Keep fireplace damper 
closed unless you have afire 
going. An open damper ina 
40-inch-square fireplace al- 
lows up to eight percent of 
your heat to escape up the 
chimney. 

* Use kitchen, bath and 
other ventilating fans spar- 
ingly. In just one hour, these 
fans can blow away a house- 


ful of warmed air. Turnthem 
offas soon as they have done 
theirjob.

energy we use in our homes, 
according tothe U.S. Depart- 
mentof Energy. Some simple, 
inexpensive conservation 
measures can add up to big 
savings in water heating 
costs. Grant advises consum 
ers to: 

° Repair leaky faucets 
promptly.

State Funding Grants Approved For 
Garrett Co. Sewer System Projects 


The Garrett County 
Board of County Commis- 
sioners this week received a 
letter from Maryland Gover- 
nor William Donald Shaefer 
informing them that the 
Board of Public Works has 
approved grant funding for 
three major sewerage pro- 
jects in Garrett County, 
which will serve to move the 
Projects forward pending 
additional funding approval 
from Farmers Home Admin- 
istration (FmHA). 

The grants will be provid- 
ed by the Maryland Depart- 
ment of the Environment, 
and will amount to a total of 
$660,000 for three projects. 
A grant of $200,000 is being 
provided is supplemental 
assistance funds for the 
Deep Creek Wastewater 
Treatment Plant Septage 
Facility Project; a grant of 
$275,000 will go toward the 
Accident 11 Correction Pro- 
ject; and a grant of $185,000 
in water supply funds will be 
applied to the Crellin Distri- 
bution System Project. 

"This funding approval 
will help to minimize the 
local financial impact of 
these important pollution 
control projects by further 
leveraging limited local 
funds,” stated Governor 
Shaefer, who continued, 
"Moreover, this action is 


another example of the coop- 
erative funding effort that 
must exist between state and 
local governments if we are 
to solve the many pollution 
problems facing Maryland 
and its citizenry.” 

The total cost of the Deep 
Creek Wastewater Treat- 
ment Plant septage facility 
project is now estimated at 
approximately $2 million, 
according to Garrett County 
Sanitary District Administra- 
tor Wendell Beitzel. If ap- 
proved, the FmHA funding 
will amount to $1,387,556 
and a HUD grant will round 
out the funding with a con- 
tribution of $226,794. 

The project is intended to 
comply with recent state 
legislation that prohibits the 
disposal of septage directly 
onto the land, and will in- 
clude the construction of a 
septage receiving station, a 
digester, and a wastewater 
clarifier. 

The project was just re- 
cently approved by the Gar- 
rett County Board of Zoning 
Appeals, after some opposi- 
tion was voiced by some 
McHenry residents about its 
proposed location. 

The Accident Infiltra- 
tion/Inflow Correction pro- 
ject will cost a total of 
$407,625, and involves the

Strauss Cited For 
Achievements In 
Environmental Ed. 


Charles F. Strauss, 
Accident, has been honored 
for his leadership in and 
commitment to environmen- 
tal education in Western 
Maryland by Dr. Torrey C. 
Brown, secretary of the 
Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources, who was 
visiting Garrett County 
recently. 

Strauss pioneered 
environmental education in 
Garrett County by develop- 
ing the Camp Hickory 
Environmental Classroom. 

Camp Hickory consists of 
a 77-acre tract of land 
located near Northern High 
School in Accident, and is 
dedicated to the enhance- 
ment of environmental 
awareness within Garrett 
County’s primary and 
secondary school system 
The facility includes a 
botanical garden and 
arboretum, nature trails, 
outdoor amphitheater and 
classrooms, dormitory 
facilities, interpretive center, 
apiary, wild game feeding 
post, woodland management 
demonstration area, refores- 
tation area and observatory, 
as well as many other 
educational amenities. 

Strauss began his 
teaching career in 1952 and 
taught at Northern High 
School until 1964 when he 
became a traveling resource 
teacher in the county. By 
1974, when Camp Hickory 
became a year-round outdoor 
education center, he as- 
sumed the responsibility for 
teaching, programming, and 
directing the camp. 

Strauss was also voted 
Conservation Teacher of the 
Year by the Maryland 
Association of Soil Conserva- 
tion Districts and the Na- 
tional Association of Conser- 
vation Districts. The award 
recognized the nation’s out- 
standing educators in the 
field of environmental educa- 
tion. 

Born in Gary, W.Va., he 
graduated in 1934 from 
Thomas (W.Va.) High 
School. Strauss worked in 
the coal mines for three 
years before enrolling at 
Potomac State College. He 
then transferred to West 
Virginia University where he 
studied biology. His college 
career was interrupted while 
he served his country during 
World War II. He then con- 
tinued his studies while he 
taught at Accident High 
School until he received his 

degree in biology.

Unemployment declines

tional jobless rate dropped 
from 7.2 percent in Septem- 
ber to6.8 percent in October.

Maryland'seconomy is gradu- 
ally recovering,” said Mark 


L. Wasserman, secretary of 


economic and employment 
development (DEED). “Aswe 
approach the holiday season, 
thiscould be the shot-in-the- 
arm we need to generate 
healthy retail sales. Other 
indicators also point to an 
upturn in the economy and 
growing consumer confi- 
dence.” 

During October, employ- 
ment receded toward levels 
set in late spring, declining 
by 15,566 to 2,435, 145. Even 
with this decline, the num- 
ber of people employed is 
26,500 higher than a year 
agoandrepresentsthehigh- 
est onrecord forthe month of 
October. The movement of 
seasonal workers out of the 
job market compensated for 
the monthly employment loss 
and, at the same time, re- 
duced the number of unem- 
ployed workers by about 8,900 
to 166,222. 

Recent declines in unem- 
ployment appear to be char- 
acterized by fewer people who 
lost their jobs and more reen- 
trants intothe labor fore. If 


this pattern continues, the 
trend may indicate a slow 
down in layoffs and increas- 
ing numbers of labor force 
reentrants who anticipate 
favorableemployment proa- 
pects. 

Other data indicates fa- 
vorable signs of an ongoing 
economic recovery as initial 
unemployment insurance 
claims fell by 20 percent from 
September to October. Mary- 
land establishment surveys 
showed that total payroll jobs 
grew in October. The Port of 
Baltimore also reported a 33 
percent increase in imports. 

Unemployment insur- 
ance claims fell in October to 
23,223 from 29,045 in Sep 
tember and 31,920 a year 
ago. These numbers reflect a 
20 percent decline from Sep- 
tember to October and a 27 
percent drop from the 1991 


level. The amount of unem- 
ployment benefits paid fell to 
$25 6 million in October from 
$32.6 million in September 
and $36.1 million in October 
1991. 

Although the number of 
housing units authorized for 
Conatruction in Maryland fell 
from 2,571 in September to 
2,222 in October, the total 
was 10.2 percent above the 
October 199] level. 

Estimated retail sales 

climbed to $3. 163 bill 10n, an 
increase of 6.3 percent from 
September 1991 to Septem- 
ber 1992. Asthe nation real- 
ized an increase of 7.0 per- 
cent in retail sales, 
Maryland's rise was asclose 
as .7 of a percentage point to 
the national level for the same 
time period. In arecent news 
release, the Maryland Retail 
Merchants Association pro- 
jecteda sales gain during the 
holiday shopping season of 
five percent or more in 1992, 
compared with a decline of 
four percent in 1991. 

“Sales during the first 
weekend of the holiday sea- 
son indicate that our predic- 
tion will hold true or even 
increase,” said Tom Saquella, 
president of the Maryland 
Retail Merchants Associa- 
tion. “In fact, a number of 
major retailers reported 
double-digit increases.”

We fear that the lack of such severe weather has 
caused certain segments of our local society to become 
somewhat "wimpy In particular, we refer to many of 
Our government offices and agencies.

“I urge all Maryland 
motorists to use these 12 holiday lifesavers not just during 
the 12 days of Christmas, but all year long,” he said. 

The 12“Holiday Lifesavers” are: 

1. Don't Drink and Drive — 52,000 deaths occur on 
U.S. highwaysevery year. Alcohol isa factor in at least half 
of these deaths. Alcohol affects drivers’ judgment, vision, 
reaction time, coordination and alertness. If you know 
someone has been drinking, don’t allow them to drive. 
Arrange another way for them to get home. 

2. Obey the Speed Limit — When youexceedthe speed 
limit, there is agreaterchance of your being involved in an 
accident and seriously injuredor killed. 

3. Wear Safety Belts — Safety belts reduce the risk of 
injury or death. Safety belts stop the human collision inside 
your vehicle, spread out the force of the collision, allow you 
toremain conscious, and keep you in the vehicle. 

4.Use Child Safety Seats—Don tlet yourchild become 
ahuman projectile. Fatal accidents have occurred involving 
children not in their child safety seats at speeds as slowas 
12m p.h. 

5.Drive with the Proper Attitude — Be courteous, 
cautious and considerate. Concentrate on what is happen- 
ing. Driving is a primary consideration, not an after- 
thought. 

6.Don’t Follow too Closely — Observe the twosecond 
rule. Allow at least two seconds between the time a vehicle 
in front of you passes a stationary object and the time you 
pass it. 

The two second rule applies to passenger cars in ideal 
driving conditions. Increase the distance if you're driving s 
larger vehicle, at night, or in poor road conditions. 

7.Don't Drive with Tunnel Vision — Scan the road. 
|ook far ahead so youcan anticipate problemaand see traffic 
patterns. Keep your eyes moving, andcheck your mirrors 
periodically. 

8.Grant the Right of Way — Have patience. Make 
sure the traffic isclear before pulling ontothe road. Watch 
out for larger vehicles. Don’t assume the driver is going to 
turn just because his turn signal is on. 

9. Keep Your Car in Good Mechanical Condition 
— Make sure all of your equipmentisin good working order- 

wipers, born, exhaust, mirrors, tires and lights. Make sure 
you have plenty of gas in your car. Check fluids such as anti- 
freeze, oil and even windshield washer, Have good tires, 
since traction 1s reduced by wet roads. 

10. Look Before Changing Lanes —Checkblind spots 
by glancing over your shoulder. Take a second look before 
you make that move and always signal alane change. 

11. Don’t Overdrive your headlights — Be careful, 
especially in poor weatherconditions, rain, fog, snow, and 
ice. Keep your speed down at night. You can’t react to the 
hazard if you can’t see the hazard. 

12. Stay Alert - Don't drive if you're tired or on 
medication. Make sure you've had the proper rest before you 
start that trip, no matter how long or short. If you're tired 
and startdriving ina warmcar, you can become relaxed and 
doze off.

The Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
Junior Ranger Program will 
be offered to fourth graders 
at Accident and Broad Ford 
elementary schools, begin- 
ning this month.

(CDBG) program 


“A large part of what 
makes Maryland agreat state 
is the quality of life found in 
oursmall communities,” said 
Governor Schaefer. “Our 
small cities and towns work 
hardtostrengthen theircom- 
munities, and we are com- 
mitted to working with them 
to make sure that is pos- 
sible” 


The CDBG grant will be 
used torenovate the old Cen- 
ter Street School building in 
Oakland into a multi-purpose 
center. The center will in- 
clude nine units of housing 
forfrailelderly, twoheadstart 
centers, a daycare, and other 
facilities for low - tomoderate 
-income families. The center 
will be operated by the 
Garrett County Community 
Action Committee. The reno- 
vation work has been under- 
way for several months 

This project also received 
funding through the Mary- 
land Department of Housing 
and Community Develop- 
ment’s Partnership Rental 
ft lousing Program, the Mary- 
land Appalachian Housing 
Fund, Maryland Capital 
Bond, and a previous CDBG 

grant. 

The CDBG program, a 
federally funded program 
administered by the Mary- 
land departmentsofhousing 
andcommunity development 
(DHCD) and economic and 
employment development 
(DEED), provides grants to 
smaller jurisdictions to help 
develop and revitalize com- 
munities. Most projects serve 
low-tomoderate-income citi- 
zens. 

Since the state began ad- 
ministering the CDBG pro- 
gram in 1987, more than 180 
grants totaling $33 million 
have been awarded statewide 
Communities in Garrett 
County have received more 
than $3 million in funds for 
housing, infrastructure, and 
development projects.

“We prepared this 
course material to be used 
in conjunction with the ‘Un- 
derstanding Taxes’ materi- 
als which have been pro- 
vided by the Internal Rev- 
enue Service for many 
years,” Mr. Goldstein said. 
“This is the fourth year 
we've provided this mate- 
rial to Maryland teachers, 
and it includes suggestions 
provided by educators who 
responded favorably to last 
year’s version.” 

The course module pro- 
vides materials to help stu- 
dents understand their tax 
obligations and how tocom- 
plete simple Maryland state 
income tax forms. The ma- 
terials also give an over- 
view of the sales and use 
tax, motor fuel tax andother 
kinds of taxes collected by 
Maryland state and local 
governments 

‘Students are not auto- 
matically exempt from the 
Maryland income tax. They 
are subject to the same fil- 
ing requirements as other 
single taxpayers.

they play a direct role inthe 
kinds of taxes collected by 
state and local govern- 
ments,” Goldstein said.

Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources Secretary 
Torrey C. Brown, M_D., an- 
nounced this week that 1993 
Maryland fishing licenses are 
now available.

The Memorial Advisory 
Board is predicting a 
completion date in June 
1995 (the war began June 
25, 1950). The cost of the 
memorial is estimated at 
$16,885,958. So far, funds 
raised and projected interest 
total $16,734,302. Thus 
$151,656 needs to be raised. 
Your contribution can be 
sent to: Korean War 
Veterans’ Memorial Fund, 
P.O. Box 2372, Washington, 
DC 20013-2372. 

The memorial, as pre- 
sently re designed, consists 
of a squad of infantry (16) 
advancing in a V formation 
up a slope to an apex where 
an American flag, a 
reflecting pool, and a grove 
of trees are located. Ash 
Woods is a 7% acre wooded 
grove near the Lincoln 
Memorial across the 
Reflecting Pool from the 
Vietnam War Veterans 
Memorial. 

As with all previous war 
memorials, the costs are 

paid through private con- 
tributions. That isonly fair. 
We veterans should be able 
to take responsibility for 
erecting our own memorial. 
Of regional note, the 
original approval design 
(now changed) was sub- 
mitted by a team from the 
Landscape Architecture 
School, Penn State Uni- 
versity. The original design 
had 38 infantrymen in it, 


representing the 38th 
Parallel where much of the 
fighting took place and was 
the original boundary 
between North and South 
Korea. Also, the war lasted 
38 months from June 1950 
to August 1953, during 
which time there were 
54,000 U.S. casualties.

JOY TO WHOM? 
December 20, 1902 
Background Scripture: 

Luke 2 1-40 
Devotional Reading: 

Luke 2:8-20 

Even God can be misunder 
stood, When he told the people 
of Israel, “and I will take you for 
my people, and I will be your 
God...” (Exodus 6:7), I think 
they misunderstood what he 
was suying Assured of a spe- 
cial relationship with the Lord 
God, they wrongly assumed that 
iL was an exclusive relation. 
ship. When he assured them 
that he would be “your God,” he 
did not mean that he was their 
God alone. But that ts not how 
the people of Israel interpreted 
it--except for a few prophets 
who renlized that God was the 
Lord of the nations, 

That is why the Good News 
of Jesus’ birth came as a shock 
lo many. An angel proclaimed: 
“Be notafraid; for behold [bring 
you goud news of a great joy 
which will come to all the people; 
for to you is born this day in the 
city of David a Savior who is 
Christ the I ort” (Luke 2:10,11). 
Perhaps that message wentover 
the heads of many, but there 
were certainly some who real- 
ized that the Good News was 
Riven “Wo all the people.” This 
Was good news, not only for the 
Jews, but the Samaritans, the 
Greeks, the Romans-- whoever 
would receive it And the heav- 
enly host reinforced that mes- 
Suge, singing “Glory to God in 
the highest, and on earth peuce 
among men with whom he 18 
pleased” (2:14) 

LIGHT TO THE 
GENTILES 

This message was intended 
for the whole earth, not just 
Palestine or the Middle East 
The “pence” that is given is for 
all “men with whom he is 
pleased.” It is indicative that 


Matthew's account of .leaus'# 
birth tells us of the visitation of 
the wise men who represented, 
not Judaism, but the Gentiles 
of the world And later, when 
Mary and Joseph brought the 
infant Jesus to the temple for 
ritual purifications, Simeon 
prophesied: “Lord, now letteat 
thou thy servant depart in 
peace, according ta thy word; 
for mine eye have seen thy 
salvation which thou hast pre- 
pared in the presence of all 
peoples, alight for revelation to 
the Gentiles. and for glory to 
thy people Israel” (2:29.32) 

Yes. the people of Israel had 
a special relationship and 
Simeon spoke of the “glory of 
thy people Israel.” But the mes- 
sage was “for all peoples,” “a 
light for revelation to the Gen- 
tiles.” So it was not that God 
belonged to Isrnel, but that Is- 
rael belonged to God. The 
specialness oftheir relationship 
was the role that he wanted 
them to play in bringing his 
message to all people. 

WHO BELONGS 
TO WHOM? 

It is strange that Christians 
often have that same misun- 
derstanding. When we recog: 
nize him as “our God,” we too 
often use “our” in its possessive 
form. God no more belongs tous 
than he belongev! to the people 
of Isrnel. Webelong to Him and, 
if we do, we need to recognize 
that, in doing so, we belong to 
an inclusive, not exclusive 
group. There are muiticudes, 
multitudes who, although quite 
different from us in belief and 
practice, are no less His chil- 
dren than we are. 

So, God does not belong to 
the Church, but the Church 
surely belongs to God We do 
not have exclusive access toGod 
and the “great joy” of Christ- 
mas does noteven belong to the 
churches, “but to all the people.” 
And, if God does not belong to 
the church, neitherdoes Chnst. 
Even our carols acknowledge 
this: no one sings, “Joy to our 
little corner,” “Joy to the Meth- 
odists,” or “Joy to all Chris: 
tians.” but “Joy to the World.”

Lincoln was born in poverty 
and had no more than a year 
and a half of formal schooling 
Yet he rose to become presi- 
dent of the United States and 
Saw the nation through the

“I'm usually sick and tired 
Of a subject by the time we're 
finished with it,” Says Peter 
“But I'm not that way in this 
case. I'm curious still, I'm in- 
trigued, he’s a figure I haven't 
overdosed on yet ” 

“He was a queer man,” Says 
Philip. “He had an intense need 
for privacy, and he had this 
tendency toward superstition 
But I really feel theres a pro- 
found goodness about him that 
I believe in still. I don't think 
I'm just bringing it naively to 
the subject I find it reinforced 
whenever I delve deeply into 
his own words ” 

One comes away from “Lin- 
coln” with a sense of awe over 
what he accomplished - seeing 
the Union through the Civil 
War and putting an end to slav- 
ery - anda heartfelt grief over 
his untimely death at the 
hands of an assassin. One also 
is left with the sobering con- 
viction that today Lincoln 
would not be electable 

“He had these massive bouts 
with depression, he was known 
to cry in public, he often 
dressed poorly. he had coarse 
humor all these things in to- 
day's political world would be 
disastrous,” says Peter “But 
beneath all that was the great- 
est leader America has ever 
had. probably. I think we're 
very lucky he wasn't held to 
the rigors of today’s political 
Standards ”

Bulls on Christmas

Y* it's only December And 
only about a third of the 
NBA season has been played 
But the Christmas-night clash 
between the New York Knicks 
and the Chicago Bulls at Chi- 
cago Stadium (NBC) is as big 
as a pro basketball game gets 
at this point in the season. 
During last year’s playoffs, 
the two teams played a tough, 
bruising. acrimonious Eastern

Conference championship se- 
ries, which the Bulls won in 
seven games. The Bulls went 
on to beat the Portland Trail 
Blazers in six to win the NBA 
championship, but the Knicks 
had, to embrace a cliche, sent 
@ message 

The message was that the 
Knicks have no interest in be- 
ing the second-best or third- 
best team in basketball, one 
that, in coach Pat Riley's 
words. would only “challenge 
to win the NBA.” They want to 
win the NBA, and doing so 
means beating Chicago 

The Knicks took the Bulls to 
the limit last year by playing 
the brand of basketball that 





ay 


won two world championships 
for the Detroit Pistons at the 
end of the 1980s. Under the tu- 
telage of second-year coach 
Riley, the Knicks have empha- 
sized tight, physical, intimi- 
dating defense that tendered 
the opposition no free trips to 
the basket but did offer plenty 
of free-throw opportunities. 

Last year, their intimida- 
tors were center Patrick Ew- 
ing. and forwards Charles 
Oakley, Anthony Mason and 
Xavier McDaniel. McDaniel, 
in particular, stepped up all 
phases of his game during the 
playoff series against the 
Bulls. This year. McDaniel is 
gone, but the game plan re- 
mains the same 

When the Knicks and Bulls 
met in November in New York. 
the Knicks dominated, 112-75 
The Bulls’ Michael Jordan, 
hampered by a first-quarter 
ankle injury, was limited to 17 
points in 38 minutes. 

But inconsistency has 
plagued the Knicks, who seem 
to be unable to motivate them- 
selves on a nightly basis. The 
night after hammering the 
Bulls, they lost to the last- 
place Pistons before rebound- 
Ing at home against the best 
of-the-West Blazers. 

Against the Bulls, who are 
seeking to become the first 
team to win three straight 
NBA titles since the Red Auer- 
bach's Boston Celtics won 
their eighth straight in 1966, 
the Knicks will not want for 
motivation. Against the 
Knicks, the Bulls will want re- 
venge. The result should be 48 
minutes of great basketball

Deas, by the way, is married 
to Margaret Colin. who 
starred in the 1986 prime-time 
series “Foley Square" She also 
played Margo to his Tom on 
“ATWT™ in the early ‘80s. They 
have a young son, Sam 

Deas should begin on “GL”

The Maryland Board of 
Revenue Estimates, consiat- 
ing of State Comptroller louis 
L.. Goldstein (chairman), 
State Treasurer Lucille 
Maurer and State Budget 
Secretary Charles!., Benton, 
said that because the state's 
revenue situation appearsto 
have stabilized, it would not 
reduce ita total General Fund 
estimates forthe firat time in 
three years 

The Board of Revenue 
Estimatesisrequired by law 
to provide estimates to the 
governor 18 months in ad- 
vance. The board said ithad 
re-evaluated the factorscon- 
tained in its September 21, 
1992, report and said 
“Maryland's economy is ex- 
pected to continue to grow 
more slowly than thenational 
economy during the next 18 
months.” While noting the 
frowth of the national 
economy inthe third quarter 
of calendar year 1992 and

When wetlandsfirst sur 
faced about 10 years ago as 
treatment systems for acid 
mine drainage, hopes were 
high that this natural, pas 
sive method would serve the

“One of the major pluses 
for using wetlands is vou’re 
able to generate a system 
which has wildlife in it, a 
very aesthetically pleasing 
system,” says Garbutt. Yet, 
without more information 
about what makes wetlands 
function effectively in an 
acidicenvironment, they may 
not be considered a reliable 
investment by the coal in 
dustry. 

“The problem 1s, says 
Jerry Duckett, manager of 
technical services for Buffalo 
CoalinGrant County, acom 
pany using wetlands, “they 
vary just the same as forests 
doin their vegetation. We'll 
have to depend upon the bi- 
ologist to see exactly what 
plants do best.”

acidic environment. The re- 
searchers will create six cop- 
ies of each wetland in the 
experiment. 

The first wetland consists 
of six incheaoflimestone with 
18 inches of peat on top. It 
will determine if plants are 
even necessary in an acid- 
treating wetland. According 
to the researchers, no one 
has looked at this issue criti- 
cally before, although some 
have suggested plantsare not 
needed to filter metals out of 
acidic water. Obviously, if 
‘plantless” communities 
work best, the aesthetic ap- 
peal of “wetlands” would be 
reduced drastically as well 
as their likelihood of becom- 
ing wildlife habitats, which 
are some of the qualities en- 
vironmentalists like best 
about them 

The second wetland, a 
cattail wetland, will test the 
type of wetland easiest toes- 
tablish and most popular 
among coal operators. Accord- 

ing tothe researchers, thisis 
currently the basic way to 
build a wetland in the “real 
world.” 

The third wetland, con- 
sisting of sedges, rushes and 
grasses, wil] determine the 
effectiveness of a diverse wet- 
land. 

Garbutt says that intheir 
observation of natural wet- 
lands, the researchers have 
found acorrelation between 
the diversity of the wetland 

andthe likelihood it will treat 
acidic water. Garbutt refers 
to this discovery as the clas- 
sic “chicken-or-the-egg situ- 
ation.” “Is a wetland diverse 
because it’s treating,” he 
asks, “or is it treating be- 
cause it’sdiverse?” 

“I would love to say you 
wont get treatment without 
having avery diverse flora,” 
Garbutt admits, “but ] think 
it's probably the reverse. It’s 
theenvironmental gradient 
in wetlands, either physical 
or bacterial, that creates di- 
versity.”

gan to stop the implemen 
tation of Class III-A milk 
pricing in three federal milk 
market orders--two on the 
East Coast and one in the 
Pacific Northwest 

The complaint -formally 
titled a“Complaint forTem 
porary Restraining Order, 
Preliminary and Perma 
nent Injunctions, and De- 
claratory Judgment --was 
filed Monday, Nov 23, in 
the U.s. District Court for 
the District uf Columbia 

We felt «compelled to 
bring this lawsuit against 
Secretary Madigan because 
many of America’s family 
dairy farmers can not 
weather accumulative 
multi:million dollar drops 
m their milk checks,” said 
Al Scott, National Farmers 
Dairy Department director 

“USDA didnt abide by 
its own hearing rules It ig- 
nored crucial testimony. It 

pits some regions of the 
country against others. It 
fives unfair competitive 
advantage to milk powder 
processors in three federal 
orders In short, dairy farm 
ers got hung out to dry 
USDA 1s supposed to super- 
vise a level playing field It 
didn’t and its rules--if al 
lowed to stand.-alluw un- 
common profits for some 
processors at the expense of 
all dairy farmers and other 
Processors,” he said. 
“Revenue neutral” is a 
popular governmentese 
term these days,” Scott con 
tinued.

The new deal also in- 
cludes the eventual devel- 
opment of new product lines 
to be produced at FDF's fa 
ciltiesin Ohio, Indianaand 
Pennsylvania. Last year 
FDF sales exceeded $330 
millon in dairy products 
and food components. 

One of the most exciting 
new elements, added 
Schriver, is that this new 
venture could open a win- 
dow into the European mar 
ket. 

“This is not a merger,” 
Schriver explained, “but it 
1s an opportunity to expand 
into new, exciting, territo- 
ries that hold great poten- 
tial.” 

Record Equity

Emphasizing the strong 
financial position now main- 
tained by MMI, Association 
President Herman Bru- 
baker toldthe delegatesthat 
MMI's board had authorized 
a $4.3 million cash revolve- 
ment of equity.

Regionally, Brubaker 
reported that the jury is still 
out on Ohio House Bill 616- 

the Fair Dairy Pricing Bull, 
a plan to increase produc 
ers’ prices for milk through 
an “equalization process” 
where all producers could 
share in market-wide costs 

Inotherareas, Brubaker 
discussed the defeat of Is- 

sue 5 in Ohio--the chemical 
labeling initiative that 
“would have brought undue 
hardship to producers while 
providing no real safety 
measures” against possible 
chemical toxins. 

In Pennsylvania, Bru- 
baker reviewed MMI's ef- 
forts to increase producer 
incomes through a more 
equitable distribution of 
drought re. >f premiums 
paid to dairy farmers. 

Brubaker also reported 
that the nationwide dairy 
promotion program was op- 
erating very successfully, 
showing a two to six per- 
cent increase in dairy prod- 
uct sales. Yet, warned 
Brubaker, some producers 
who are attempting to re- 
call the promotion check- 
off. “have waged a shifty 
campaign, skewing facts to 
fit their misconceptions.” 
Brubaker urged strong sup- 
port for continuation of the 
promotion efforts. 

Last year MMI, based in 
Strongsville, Ohio, had 
product sales of $336 mil- 
lion und marketed $513 
million worth of milk for ita 
members.

emption from its current 
$600,000 level to $200,000 
Other key legislators hike- 
wise say they are not in. 
clined to revisit the matter 
following a failed attempt 
tn the last Congress 

That sounds like good 
news for farmers and ranch- 
ers who would like to see 
their family farms stay in 
the family, according to 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation President Dean 
Kleckner. 

On the surface, those 
messages should be asgur- 
ance enough that the cur- 
rent estate tax code is off 
limits, but Kleckner said 
there are “no guarantees 
that a reduction in the ex- 
emption level couldn't hap- 


pen.” Rumors of areduction 
won't go away, largely be- 
cause some legislators and 
economic think-tanks keep 
citing estate taxes asa Prime 
means of raising new fed- 
eral revenues. 

“A loss ot current 

,000 exemption would 
be a severe blow to the 
nation’s farmers andranch- 
ers,” said Kleckner, “Farm- 
ers have fought for years to 
raise the exemption level to 
ensure the timely and or- 
derly transfer of family 
farms from one generation 
to the next.” 

According to the AFBF 
president, lowering the ex- 
emption would result in a 
situation once again where 
siblings would be forced to 
sell all or part of their in- 
herited farm to pay the in- 
heritance tax. 

Recurring rumors of an 
effort to lower the exemp- 
tion level have a basis m 
President-elect Clinton’s 
statement that he favors 
higher taxes for individuals 
with incomes above $200, 
000. Those supporting a 
lower exemption are quick 
to portray the issue as a tax- 
the-rich move.

vestments farm families 
have made intheirland and 
capital assets.

The estate tax code was 
revised in 1981, when Con- 
gress approved a five-year 
phase-in of higher exemp- 
tions. In 1982, the first 
$225,000 of inheritance was 
exempted. The level] in- 
creased in increments until 


the full $600,000 exe mption 


was reached in 1987. The 
tax rate on estates above 
$600,000 starts at 37 per- 
cent and rises to 55 percent 
with higher estate amounts. 

For farmers and ranch- 
ers, the higher exemption 
level took on added impor- 
tance with passage of the 
1986 Tax Reform Act. As a 
result of those changes, 
farmers lost the preferen- 
tial tax treatment for long- 
held capital assets. 

Lowering the estate tax 
to $200,000 was first pro- 
posed as a source of rev- 
enue for the Democrats’ 
long-term health care bill. 
A spokeswoman for Rep. Ri- 
chard Gephardt of Missouri, 
a co-sponsor of the health 
care legislation, admitted 
the proposal proved very 
unpopular, drawing a lot of 
unfavorable reaction. The 
idea was dropped and even- 
tually the long-term health 
bill died. 

Agriculture is not alone 
in its opposition to a reduc- 
tion, Kleckner said. The 
American Association of 
Retired Persons also is 
strongly opposed. Many 
original supporters of the 
higher exemptions are stil] 
members of the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee, which 
should prove to be an im- 
portant farm ally, Kleckner 
predicted.

New farming technology 
has helped make it possible 
to save soil by farming with 
leas tillage, accordingtoDan 
McCain, field specialist at 
the Conservation Technol- 
ogy Information Center 
(CTIC) in Indiana. 

“Agricultural suppliers 
have put out a number of 
new products over the past 
few years that are really 
helping farmers conserve 
soil,” McCain says.

farming. 

Dan Thaden, business 
director for Northern Row 
Crops at ICI Americas, Inc., 
says farming with crop resi- 
dues can mean some 
changes in the way farmers 
control weeds and insects. 

He points out that ICI’s 
sales volume of Gramoxone 
Extra, a herbicide that 
quickly controls growing 
weeds at planting time in 
no-till farming, nearly 
tripled over the last four 
years. 

“Gramoxone Extra is an 
important tool for no-till 
farming,” Thaden says. 

Last year, he adds, ICI 
introduced a new post- 
emergence herbicide, Fu- 
sion, that fits well in no-till 
soybean production. In its 
first year, Fusion was used 
on over a million acres of 
soybeans--double the 
company’s own forecast. 

Thaden says the com- 
pany has also re-evaluated 
its soil insect control forcormn 
with no-till in mind. 

“We found that one of 
our products, Force, controls 
damaging insects that can 
become more troublesome 
in no-till,” he says. “But it 
doesn’t harm earthworms, 
which are very important 
to no-till farmers. So many 
farmers and university spe- 
cialists make Force their 
first choice for no-till comm.” 
Soil-Saving Equipment 

Equipment companies 
are also adapting. At John 
Deere, the largest U.S. farm 
equipment company, sales 
of residue-burying mold- 
board plows are minimal 
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But sales of lhghter tillage 
tools, conservation planting 
equipment, and sprayers 
are strong 

“The mix of equipment 
we sell has changed as cus- 
tomers have become more 
interested in crop residue 
management,” says Glenn 
Olson, product manager at 
John Deere. 

Customer interest is 
strong in Deere’s 750 No- 
Till Drill, 6500 Self-Pro- 
pelled Sprayer, and 550 
Mulch Master tillage tool. 

“These are three prod- 
ucts we've introduced inthe 
last few years that are spe- 
cifically designed to help 
farmers with their conser- 
vation plans,” Olson says. 

The Mulch Master, new 
this year, is a unique tillage 
tool that mixes the top few 
inches of soil while leaving 
a high percentage of crop 
residues on the surface. 

At Kinze, a more spe- 
Cialized company that 
makes planting and tillage 
equipment, marketing co- 
ordinator Bill Heick saysthe 
conservation movement has 
hada positive effect on busi- 
ness. 

“We've changed our 
equipment to make it more 
reliable in various tillage 
systems,” he says. 

Cultivators have been 
designed and introduced to 
handle more crop residues 
without plugging, he ex- 
plains, and planters offer 
better control of seed place- 
ment in various soi] and 
residue conditions.

Changes Could 
Impact Producers 

The current system for 
Producing, distributing and 
administering animal 
health products is gaining 
Increasing attention. The 
system may be at risk un 
less the Food and Drug Ad 
ministration animal drug 
approval process and regu 
lations are improved, say 
experts involved in the is- 
sue. 

The FDA approval pro- 
cess for new animal drugsis 
very slow and expensive, 
and the number of approv- 
als has failed to offset the 
rate at which older drugs 
are removed from the mar- 
ket. 

Expanded labeling of 
existing products often is 
not undertaken by drug 
companies due to the cost 
relative to expected rev- 
enue Asa result, farmers, 
ranchers and veterinar:ans 
are facing an acute short- 
age of products to ensure 
food animal health 


Because of these con- 
straints, the so-called “ex- 
tra label” use of animal 
drugs has become common- 
place and for many minor 
species provides the only 
method of treatment. Extra 
label use is defined as any 
use or dosage of an animal 
drug not specifically indi- 
cated on the label For ex- 
ample, an anesthetic that is 


equally safe and effectiv 
for use in cattle

Over-the-counter(OTC) 
drugs play animportant role 
in most producers’ herd 
health programs.

Restric 
tions on OTC drugs would, 
for them, limit producer 
access to animal health 
products and could substan- 
tially increase production 
costs. 

Farm Bureau is involved

Most people use their 
credit card to shop for the 
holidays. It will pay tocheck 
your statement whichmethod 
of calculation the credit card 
company applies. The most 
recent brainchild is adding 
the interest of two months 
outstanding balance - this 
could cost you quite a few 
dollars 

Two-Cycle Charges 

One ‘trap’ isthe two-cycle 
average daily balancemethod 
that is gaining popularity 
among card issuers. It is par- 
ticularly hard on card hold- 
ers who donot pay theirbills 
in full each month. The fi- 
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nance charges are based on 
outstanding balances over 
two monthly billing periods. 

Most card insurers assess 
finance chargeson the basis 
of an one-month period. The 
amountoutstanding each day 
isadded up, and the result is 
divided by the number of days 
in the month to get an aver- 
age daily balance. But with 
the two-cycle method, the 
balance used to calculate fi- 
nance chargesis the sum of 
the average daily balances 
for two monthly cycles -- the 
current billing period andthe 
one before. 

As a .esult, finance 
charges are doubled, cancel- 
ing expected savings froma 
lower interest rate.

One large issuer using 
thismethod is Sears Roebuck 
and Co. with their Discover 
card. Sears say they only use 
the two-cycle method during 
the first two months that a 
card holder carries an un- 
paid balance. After the first 
two months, finance charges 
arecalculatedon aone-month 
average daily balance 

Will Lund, head of 
Maine’s Bureau of Consumer 
Credit Protection, says most 
people run an outstanding 
balance for acouple of months, 
pay if off, then let it run 
again as they deal with bills 
from the holidays, tax pay- 
ments, to a summer vaca- 
tion. Thus, the two-month 
charge could be repeated sev- 
eral times a year. 


Adjusted and Previous 
Balance 

There are other ways to 
calculate the finance charge. 
With the adjusted balance 
method, any payment made 
during the billing period is 
subtracted before the finance 
charge is calculated. A less 
favorable method tocardhold- 
ers is the previous balance 
method. Paymentsmade dur- 
ing the billing period are not 
subtracted for the billing pe- 
riod. Unless the bill is paidin

State Announces 
ChangesConceming 
Jobless Benefits 

The Department of Eco- 
nomic and Employment De- 
velopment (DEED) has an 
nounced changes in the dis- 
qualification provisionsofthe 
Maryland unemployment In- 
surance Law that will gointo 
effect January 1, 1993. These 
changes were enacted dur- 
ing the 1992 session of the 
Marvland General Assembly 

The changes involve in- 
creases in penalties for vol- 
untarily quittingemployment 
and for discharges fromem- 
ployment for reasons which 
are determined to be gross 
misconduct. The new law will 
also increase the amount of 
money individuals must earn 
insubsequentemploytnentto 
requalify for unemployment 

insurance benefits. 

The new provisions were 
part of a larger legislative 
package designed to improve 
the fiscal integrity of 
Maryland’s unemployment 
insurance system. “These 
changes may help reduce cer- 
tain kindsof employment in- 
stability,” said Charles O. 
Middlebrooks, DEED assis- 
tant secretary foremployment 
andtraining. “Workers who 
consider leaving their jobs 
voluntarily because of em- 
ployment circumstances 
should explore with their 
employer all available alter- 
natives before deciding to 
quit,” 

Currently, individuals 
who voluntarily quit work 
without good cause will be 
eligible for unemployment 
insu «nce benefits only if; they 
becume reemployed, earn at 
least 10 times what they 
would have received in 
weekly unemployment insur- 
ance benefits, and then be- 
come unemployed through no 
fault of theirown. The earn- 
Ings requirement will now 
Increase to 15 times the 
weekly benefit amount. For 
example, an individual eli- 
Bible for $200 per week in 
hencfits now must become 
reemployed and earn at least 
$2,000. Effective January 1, 
1993, the worker must earn 
at least $3,000.. Then the 
individual would be eligible 


for unemployment benefits 
only if he or she becomes 
unemployed through no fault 
of his or herown 

To requalify for benefits 
after being discharged for 
reasons which are deter- 
mined to be gross miscon- 
duct, individuals will be re- 
quired to earn 20 times the 
earnings requirement dis- 
cussed above. For example, 
the individual whoiseligible 
for $200 per week would have 
to become reemployed and 
earn at least $4,000. Then 
the worker iseligible for ben- 
efits if he or she become un- 
employed through no fault of 
his or her own. 

In addition, the General 
Assembly has added a new 
category called “aggravated 
misconduct” under which an

Request For Water 


Project Denied 


Garrett County Sanitary 
District Administrator 
Wendell Beitzel this week 
requested that the Garrett 
County Commissioners help 
the town of Crellin in an 
attempt to overturn a recent 
decision by the Department 
of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) not to 
fund the third and last phase 
of the Crellin Water System 
Improvement Project. 

Beitzel explained to the 
commissioners that he had 
written a letter to the 
governor in early December 
for the same purpose, and 
would appreciate a second 
letter from the commission- 
ers. He also requested they 
submit ideas for alternative 
funding sources if the appeal 
fails. 

"It would be a shame to 
lose the funding for the final 
phase of this project," he 
said, adding that funding 
approval has already been 
received from the Maryland 
Department of the Environ- 
ment for 87 and one-half 
percent -- or $145,000 - of 
the projected cost. The 12 
and one-half percent being 
requested from HUD 

amounts to $18,128, 
according to Beitzel.

County Commissioners Have No 
Legislative Requests This Year 


There were no legislative 
requests made by the Board 
of Garrett County Commis- 
sioners to District 1-A Dele- 
gale George C. Edwards this 
year, and each member of 
the board offered a different 
reason for the decision. 

When asked why no re- 
quests were made, Commis- 
sion Chairperson Brenda 
Butscher responded, “Why 
bother? Every time I make a 
request, Delegate Edwards 
doesn’t introduce it anyway.” 

Butscher pointed out a 
particular example, saying 
there were a "large number" 

of county residents in favor 
of term limitations last year 
so she suggested the legisla- 
ture approve a measure that 
would enable the question to 
be placed before the voters 
on a referendum ballot. 

She noted, however, that 
Edwards failed to introduce 
the legislation because a 
majority of the commission- 
ers’ board was not in favor 
of the proposal. She also said 
that, even when there was a 


refused to introduce the 
request. 

At that time, Edwards 
explained that the Maryland 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources would certainly have 
blocked such a legislative 
issue. 


Commissioner John 
Braskey stated that he sim- 
ply did not have any legisla-

Three Area Men Charged With Battery

Betore the ink was drv on last week's issue of The 
Republican, our newsroom was visited by represent- 
atives of the Oakland Post Office who were somewhat 
upset ahout our editorial last week and anxious to 
enlighten us about the efforts of their staff during the 
recent snow storm The column pmmanly questioned 
the closing of most government offices during the 
storm while most businesses were open as usual. There 
was one reference to the U.S. Postal Service’s apparent 
non-delivery of mail 

While a number of post offices in the state and 
surrounding area reportedly did close up shop during 
the storm, such was not the case with the Oakland 
Post Office. In fact, employees worked long hours, well 
into the night at the office, and did at least attempt 
delivery on all of their rural routes. We knew of 
instances where the mail was not delivered even along 
municipal routes where travel was possible. However, 
what we did not consider was that other segments of 
those particular routes were not clear, which caused 
such delays for the carmers that they ran out of day- 
light before they were able to complete their routes. 
U.S. Postal regulations do not permit delivery after 
dark. 

Another situation that can lead to non-delivery of 
mail is when the area around the mailbox or residence 
is hazardous. For example, if a carrier determines that 
the steps leading up to a front porch are hazardous 
because of ice, he is instructed to waive the delivery in 
order to avoid placing himself in danger of being in- 
jured. If he were to fall and be injured, the homeowner 
who failed to clear those steps would be liable. 

While some courthouse employees who live within 
blocks of their offices were not required to report to 
work during the storm, employees at the Oakland Post 
Office from as far away as Bloomington, Burlington, 
W.Va., and even Meyersdale, Pa., did report for work. 
Jerry Hatley, the current officer in charge of the 
Oakland Post Office who has 20 years with the Postal 
Service, said he had never seen such dedication by any 
group of postal employees. 

While our basie opinion expressed in the column 
concerning the closing of government offices during 
bad weather remains as expressed last week, we do 
want to apologize for offending the employees of the 
Oakland Post Office, and commend them for their dili- 
gence, especially during this most busy of seasons. This 
commitment was emphasized for this wmter when a 
carrier delivered a package to his house this past 
Sunday afternoon. 

Also, to other government employees who did report 
to work, even if their particular office was closed, we 
thank you. 

Anyway, enough said about this matter. Since this 
column for this particular week each year usually 
centers on a Christmas theme, we wish to close with a 
holiday wish for our readers. May the significance of 
this season bring peace, hope, and joy to one and all. 


"| Can Handle It" 


Maybe if we carved the words "I Can Handle It" on the 
gravestone of everyone whodied in ahighway crash involv- 
ing alcohol or other drug impairment -- about 20,000 of us 
every year -- we would finally learn the lesson. But maybe 
not. One of the ways alcohol impairsusis to make us feel as 
if we re doing just fine, often long after everyone aroundus 
knows differently. It's a struggle for us to say the words. Or 
get our key into the ignition. Or see. Or perceive what's 
happening accurately. Ormake good, timely judgments. Or 
get brain and muscles coordinated to act quickly and 
effectively 

But research shows that any measurable alcohol in- 
creased the crash risk for some drivers and that the risk 
increases substantially by .08 BAC, long before BAC ap- 
proaches levels the law forbids, .10in most States. Impair- 
ment increases with consumption, which is why everyone 
from Mothers Against Drunk Drnving and the U.S. Surgeon 
General, to the American Medical Association and the 
National Commission Against Drunk Driving, favorslower- 
ing the legal BAC in all States, and why five States have 
already gone to .08 with positive results 

The relative msks for dnvers under 21 being involved in 
an alcohol-related fatal crash are greater than for older 
drivers. That's why they are consistently, tragically over- 
represented in alcohol-related motor vehicle crash fatality 
numbers -- about a dozen of them die this way each andevery 
day. That's why they are targeted for our most intensive 
efforts to prevent impaired driving. That's why the Federal 
governmentcreated powerful incentives for all States to set 
21 as the legal minimum drinking age. 

If one fully loaded 747 exploded at 30,000 feet, and we 
knew it was because a pilot was impaired by alcohol, our 
grief and anger would energize us tokeep this from ever 
happening again. Yet, that's how many die every single 
week in alcohol-related highway crashes. Andit continues 
to happen Is it because we, as a society, think we can't 
handle it? 

We can handle our impaired driving problem. We can 
support measures to lower BACs to.0@ for adult drivers. We 
can pursue other measures that take licenses away right 
then and there from those arrested for exceeding these 
levels We can withhold the much-desired driver's license 
from those under 21 who violate other alcohol laws, and we 
can make clear that the only BAC they can handle, incars 
or anywhere else, is 0.00. And we can balance whatever 
pressures they get to break the alcohol laws with better 
information about impairment and with safer and healthier 
community norms for drinking by those who legally can. 

Maybe / can't handle our impaired driving problems 
alone. But wecan

Student Assistance Program 
(This Article was written by Randy Paugh, 
guidance counselor at Southern High School.) 

The Maryland Student Assistance Program began four 
and ahalfyears ago. Itisa major componentof the Maryland 
State Department of Education's Drug-Free Schools strat- 
egy There are over 109 schools within the state utilizing 
this program and over 1000 school personnel trained to 
implement its procedures. Both Northern and Southern 
high schools have trained personnel and teams. The middle 
schools will develop programs in the near future. 

The goals of the program are to identify “students at 
risk" concerning drug/alcohol abuse, intervene as early as 
possible in order tocheck a potential problem before it gets 
out of hand, to refer these students to obtain appropriate 
help, and to provide follow up monitoring to asseas the 
student's recovery process 

The five working components are: 1) Identification: 
Students who are expenencing problems may be identified 
and referred by parents, school staff or friends; 2) Data 
Collection: Checklist forms concerning the students’ behav- 
ior, attendance, academic performance and grades are 
distributed to all those who come in contact with the 
student Allinformatwn ts kept in the strictest confidence; 
3) Intervention: Based on the information collected, the 
team then plans an intervention strategy to assist the 
student who is at risk concerning substance abuse: 4) 
Referral: A successful intervention will result inthe student 
going for a professional assessment of his or her problem. 
Each team has an adolescent counselor as a member of its 
team whocan provide same day, on-the-spot, assessment 
concerning the identification of a problem and its seventy. 
A personalized strategy of treatmentisthen developed; and 
5) Follow Up: During and after treatment, the student will 
be monitored for continued progress and support services 
within the school will be provided. 

If you suspect that a child is getting involved in sub- 
stance/alcohol abuse and you don't know how tohandle it - 
- letus help. Please keep in mind two things - this is nota 
punitive program: we are not here to punish the child - we 
sincerely want tohelphimor herovercome the problems and 
we need your help to do it. Secondly, every part of this 
process is confidential. Only the team has acceas to informa- 
tionconcerning the student. None of the information gained 
through the process will ever appear in the student's 
Official records.

STAFF DEVELOPMENT SESSIONS HELD - All Garrett County Board of Education 
Instructionsl employees were trained in the use of ttre “Dimensions of Learning and Thinking Moder” 
in statt development sessions held Nov. 30 and Dec. 1. The model is s research snd theory-based 
framework to assist the classroom teachers pian Instruction to address sil critical aspects of 
learning. The framework has five dimensions: 1) positive student and teacher attitudes and 
perceptions necessary for eftective learning, 2) the acquisition and integration of kncwiedge. which 
is relating new knowledge with what is already known, organizing information snd making it a part 
of long-term memory, 3) the extension and refinement of knowledge-analyzing which is the analysis 
of what is learned, 4) the meaningful use of knowledge through student tasks that encourage 
further use, and 5) the productive habits of mind, which is a study of behaviors that enable students 
to reguiste behavior and think critically and creatively. The training was provided at eight sites, 
Inckiding Northern and Southern middie schools; Accident, Dennett Road, Grantsville, and Broad 
Ford elementary schoois; snd Northern and Southern high schoois. All school principals as well 
ss directors of elementary, secondary, vocational education and staff development personnel acted 
as trainers at the various locations. The initial “training of trainers” for the implementation of the 
framework was provided by the Maryland State Department of Education with the local board having 
determined how best snd when to provide the training. According to a spokesperson, Garrett 
County's system is the first to undertake this project.

Firewood Buyers 
AdvisesOn What 
Constitutes “Cord” 


Maryland Secretary of 
Agriculture Robert L. Walker 
wants all Maryland consum- 
ers to be aware of what to 
look for when buying that 
cord of wood to keep warm 
this winter. 

“Maryland law protects 
the firewood purchaser, and 
you should know what toex- 
pect from a reliable vendor. 
Your Maryland Department 
of Agriculture will help you 
make sure you get what you 
pay for,” said Governor Wil- 
liam Donald Schaefer. 

A delivery ticket ia re- 
quired by Maryland law to 
accompany each sale. Tick- 
ets must be serially num- 
bered and contain the 
vendor’sname, address, sig- 
nature of the person deter- 
mining the quantity of wood 
delivered, and the license 
number of the delivery ve- 
hicle. 

“If a delivery man does 
not offer you aticket, ask for 
it. You will need it should 
questionsarise about the sale 
once the wood is delivered,” 
said Walker 

The most widely recog- 
nized measurement for fire- 
wood ia the “cord,” which is 
Precisely defined under Mary- 
land law as “the amount of 
wood which is contained ina 
space of 128 cubic feet when 
the wood is ranked and well

Enacts Alert 
On “YES” Group 


A youth group with an 
environmental agenda is 
seeking to get its activists 
invited to junior and high 
schools. Once there, they 
hold seminars, assemblies 
and try to organize a local 
club. It’s called YES, an ac- 
ronym for Youth for Envi- 
ronmental Sanity. 

The group raises ques- 
tions about animal agricul- 
ture, reports Ria de Grassi, 
director of animal welfare 
and livestock, California 
Farm Bureau Federation. 

“The information being 
presented, at least some of. 
the things we have seen, is 
not based on the most re- 
cent facts,” she noted. 

“For example, their ma- 
terial savsit takes 16 pounds 
of grain to produce a pound 
of beef when in fact it’s 
around four pounds,” de 
Grassi said. 

They told me they are 
not a vegetarian group--but 
their own literature saysthe 
tour leaders speaking at the 
school assemblies will be 
vegetarian or vegan, de 
Grassi said. 

“So, although they may 
not overtly state that they 
are to promote a non-ani- 
mal agriculture-based diet, 

they are certainly promot- 
tng it on a covert basis,” de 
Grassi added 

She also warned that 
since the organization is 
“youth to youth,” the mate- 
rial seems more apt to be 
acceptable by students be- 
cause it’s from someone in 
their own age group. 

AFBF staffer Hugh 
Johnson points out that the 
top 10 animal welfare/ani- 
mal rights organizations 
have a lot of money to spend 


in furthering their objec- 
tives. In 1990, their com- 
bined budget was about 
$100 million. 

The recently enacted 
Animal Enterprise Protec- 
tion Act, Johnson said, will 
help deter some of the ter- 
rorist activities of the ani- 
mal rights groups. 

Farm Bureau, along 
with other agricultural 
groups, support educational 
activities to present the facts 
of animal and poultry pro- 
duction to the general pub- 
lic and to school children.

They are SCT Envi 
ronmental, Inc., Pasadena, 
Tex., and Tri-Rinse, Inc., of 
St. Louis, Mo. STC Envi- 
ronmental will assume re- 
sponsibility for 14 states-- 
Alabama, Arkansas, Ari- 
zona, California, Colorado, 
Florida, Georgia, Kansas, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Ne- 
braska, New Mexico, Okla- 
homa, and Texas. Tri-Rinse 
will assume responsibility 
for the remaining 34 con- 
tiguous states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

ACRC has collected at 
feast one million empty plas- 
tic pesticide containers since 
January 1992. Agricultural 
chemicat manufacturers 
and formulators are under 
writing the total cost of the 
program 

“By the end of 1992, we 
expect to collect and recycle 
containers in more than 30 
States amounting to two 
million pounds of plastic,” 
noted Dr. Ralph F. May, 

chairman of ACRC’s Imple- 
mentation Committee and 
Research Associate, E.I. 
DuPont de Nemours, Wil 
mington, Del. “With these 
new contracts, ACRC will 
expand its current collec- 
tion and recycling program 
to all states,” May said. 
There are three essen- 
tial elements to the state 
collection/recycling pro- 
gram to be successful. Con- 
taincr collection sites must 
be convenient for farmers; 
careful monitoring has to 
be conducted to ensure the 
containers are properly 
cleaned; and granulation 
has to occur.

Tomaximize dairy farm 
ers’ investments in promo- 
tion and research, dairy 
farmers serving on the Na 
tional] Dairy Promotion and 
Research Board approved 
at a board meeting Nov. 18- 
19 several projects with 
other partners to help foot 
the bill of advertising and 
promotion. 

The National Dairy 
Board will organize a booth 
next spring at the Great 
American Food Show in 
Osaka, Japan’s second larg- 
est city after Tokyo. “U.S. 
cheese and ice cream com 
panies will be invited to pro- 
vide product samples and 
staff people to promote U.S 
product at the show,” said 
California dairyman Steve 
Hofman, chair of the Na 
tional Dairy Board’s export 
market enhancement com- 
mittee. “The National Dairy

Hershey and the Na- 
tional Dairy Board will unite 
for another ice cream and 
toppings promotion.

USDA Proposes 
New Incentive For 
TB Eradication 

To help reach the goal of 
eradicating bovine tubercu- 
losis by 1998, the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture has 
proposed to expand its cur- 
rent indemnity provisions. 

Under the proposed 
regulations, producers 
could file claims for cattle 
and bison added to herds 
under quarantine for tuber- 
culosis. A federal and state 
approved herd management 
plan must be in place at the 
time of the claim. 

“We believe this change 
would simultaneously pro- 
mote economic interests and 
good herd management 
practices by making it more 
cost-beneficial to destroy 
infected or exposed ani- 
mals,” said Bill G. Johnson 
deputy administrator for 
veterinary services with 
USDA’s Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Service. 

Owners are currently 
required to quarantine tu- 
berculosis-affected herds, 
and USDA indemnifies 
them for destroying those 
animals that test positive 


for tuberculosisinfectionor & 
exposure. USDA does not 2 


pay indemnities for any 
animals added to the herd 
after being placed under 
quarantine. 

Johnson explained that 
dairy herd owners gener- 
ally cull between 25 and 30 
percent of their herds each 
year. The industry consid- 
ers the destruction of older 
animals to be a good herd 
management practice be- 
cause these animals can be 
unresponsive to testing and 
therefore a source of dis- 
ease perpetuation. 

However, Johnson said 
many dairy owners with 
herds under quarantine for 
tuberculosis are not destroy- 
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ing and replacing these 
marginal animals because 
the owners currently could 
not file for indemnities for 
the new animals, and they 
do not want the herd’s base 
level of milk production to 
decrease. 

“To ensure the contin 
ued success ofour program, 
we need to provide an in- 
centive for owners to md 
their herds of marginal ani- 
mals,” Johnson said. “In 
terms of herd health and 
productivity, our proposal! 
would benefit the program 
and individual owners 
alike.” 

The proposal was pub- 
lished in the November 2 
Federal Register. Com. 
ments will be accepted if 
they are received on or be- 
fore Jan. 4, 1993. An origi-

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Farm Bureau Urges President Bush 
To Release Wetlands Manual 


Thenation slargest farm 
organization has made a 
last ditch appeal to Preai- 
dent Bush to release the 
wetlands delineation 
manual The appeal was 
made in a letter signed by 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation President Dean 
Kleckner and officials of all 
50 state Farm Bureaus and 
Puerto Rico. Kleckner de- 
livered the letter to Bush at 
a Washington meeting 

“We urge you to resolve 
the wetlands issue before 
leaving office,” the letter 
stated. “Landowners, par- 
ticularly our nation’s farm- 
ers and ranchers, desper- 
ately need a clear direction 
in the matter. The current 
uncertainties are hurting 
farmers by impairing their 
ability to borrow money, 
plan for the future or buy or 
sell land.” 

While campaigning, 
President Bush promised to 
resolve the wetlands issue 
before the end of the year. A 
revised wetlands delinea- 
tion manual was issued dur- 
ing the summer of 1991, fo}- 
lowing seven public hear- 
ings on the matter which 
drew thousands of partici- 
Pants 

“If your administration 
finalizes the proposed 
supplement to the 1987 
manual, true wetlands 
would he protected Prop 
erty rights would no longer 
be violated and true science 
would rule,” the farm lead- 
ers told Bush. The letter 
alsoreminded the president 
of statements he made dur- 
ing the campaign that “wet- 
lands should be truly wet ” 

According to Kleckner, 
despite the president's state- 
ments, the wetlands manual 
is being held hostage by in- 
dividuals and groupswithin 
the administration who 
want to retain the current 
vague wetland definitions. 

‘We support the protec- 
tion of true wetlands,” 
Kleckner said. "There has 
never been any disagree- 
ment on that principle. We 
simply want to remove the 
regulatory cloud over prior- 
converted cropland and 
lands that exhibit no wet 
characteristics.

‘Certainly with a little 
more effort now we can ar- 
rive at a satisfactory con 
clusion,” the Farm Bureau 
officials wrote Bush. “The 
alternative 1s to allow this 
tssue to fall victim to bu- 
reaucratic gridlock. It’stime 
for our country to get on 
with protecting true wet- 
lands and freeing the re- 
maining lands for produc- 
tive use.” 

In a related matter, 
Farm Bureau also urged 
President Bush to pardon 
Bill Ellen, a marine engi- 
neer from Virginia, who 
currently is serving six 
months in federal prison for 
filling federally defined wet- 
lands. Ellen ran afoul of fed- 
eral wetlands regulations 
while converting land into 
a 103-acre wildlife sanctu- 
ary, which was to include 
duck ponds. 

Wetlands experts say 
Ellen's work actually added 
45 acres of wetlands to the 
Property, but the govern- 
ment claimed those areas 
could harm the environ- 
ment because of waste from 
migratory waterfow!. Con- 
sequently, following hiscon- 
viction, Ellen 1s spending 
his holidays in prison.

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Problems With Wildlife 


There isa wildlife agency 
withinthe US. Department 
of Agriculture that provides 
help with everything from 
bats in the belfry to bears in 
the backyard 

‘When wild animals 
cause damage to property, 
threaten public health and 
safety, feed on valuable 
crops, kill hvestock and pets, 
or harm endangered spe- 
cies, we're here to provide 
safe and responsible assis- 
tance,” said Bobby Acord, 
deputy administrator for 
animal damage control in 
USDA's Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Service. 

ADC has offices in most 
states throughout the coun 
try, Acord said. These of- 
fices are staffed by profes- 
sional wildlife biologists who 
are trained in handling a 
variety of situations. 

Following is a review of 
recent ADC activities: 

* Red Wolf Recovery: In 
October, ADC helped trap a 


pair of endangered red 
wolves that were suspected 
of killing livestock in Ten 
nessee. The wolves were fit- 
ted with radio collars and 
released in a new location 
* Roaming Coyotes: This 
summer, residents in a New 
Mexico neighborhood be- 
came alarmed after coyotes 
killed a pet dog and wan- 
dered into several back- 
yards. An ADC wildlife bi- 
ologist evaluated the situa- 
tion and suggested the 
county cut the vegetation 
around the neighborhood. 
ADC recommendations 
were followed, and the coy- 
otes have stayed away from 
the neighborhood 
* Wildlife Hotline: For 
the past year, a toll-free 
hotline has assisted more 
than 1,000 Maryland resi- 
dents with wildlife-related 
problems. The service, es- 
tablished in cooperation 
with the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, 
receives calls about nearly 
every animal-related prob- 
lem imaginable. About 40 
percent of the calls involved 
health and safety problems 
caused by wildlife. The num- 
ber is 1-800-442-0708 
* Too Many Geese: The 
population ofnon-migratory 
Canada geese in several 
Eastern states has reached 
an all-time high. ADC regu- 
larly receives requests to 
relocate geese from golf 
courses, business parks, 
sewage treatment plans, 
airports and residential ar 
eas. In the past few months 
alone, ADC relocated 500 
geese in Virginia and 400 
geese in Alabama 
* Fish-Eating Birds: In 
August, an ADC specialist 
in Williamson County, 
Texas, received a request 
for assistance from a man- 
ager of a catfish farm re- 
porting alossof 125,000fish 
to cormorants. ADC recom- 
mended the use of propane 
exploders and other fright- 
ening devises that were suc- 
cessful in keeping the preda- 
tory birds at bay 
* A Taste For Poultry: In 


September, ADC specialists 
in Benton County, Oregon, 
trapped and relocated a 
great horned ow! that had 
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killed 33 exotic chickens. 
The chickens were valued 
at more than $5,000. The 
ow! waa released near the 
Cascade Mountain range, 
more than 200 miles away 
from the farm 

* Grizzly Guard Dogs: 
This summer, ADC pro- 
vided a sheep rancher in 
Montanas Absaroka Wil- 
derness area with two 
Akbash guarding dogs. The 
dogs were used to protect a 
flock of sheep in an area 
inhabited by black and griz- 
zly bears and coyotes. The 
herder and the owner of the 
sheep observed encounters 
between the dogs and preda 
tors auring the 7-week sea 
son and were impressed 
with the demonstration. 
The rancher plans to use 
the guarding dogs again 
next summer.

Christmas Trees 


Maryland Secretary of 
Agriculture Robert L. 
Walker has announced that 
the department's Plant Pro- 
tection Section is conduct- 
ing an intensive search for 
the pine shoot beetle. This 
pest of pine trees was first 
found in the United States 
in July near Cleveland, 
Ohio. SinceJuly, it hasbeen 
discovered in the state of 
Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, 
New York and Pennsylva- 
nia. 

“Our Maryland Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is ac- 
tively protecting the Christ- 
mas tree industry in our 
state. We intend to keep our 
trees free of this pest,” said 
Governor William Donald 
Schaefer. 

The Maryland survey is 
concentrating on Christmas 
tree plantations and nurs- 
ery production areas. To 
date, no pine shoot beetle 
has been found in the 91 
sitessurveyed in Maryland. 

The pine shoot beetle 
Causes damage by feeding 
on plant tissue under the 
bark at the base of a pine 
tree and by feeding in young 


shoots at the top of the tree 
Bark feeding girdles the 
tree, killing it. Shoot feed 
ing deforms the tree, mak 
ing it grow forked orcrooked 
The beetle feeds on many 
types of pine but prefers 
Scotch pine. 

The easiest way to find 
the pine shoot beetle is to 
look for branch dieback, 
yellowing of needles or 
drooping shoots. Examina 
tion of the shoots will show 
borer holes and the small 
adult beetles can be found 
inside. 

“To date, Georgia, Kan- 
sas, Michigan, North Caro- 
lina and Oregon have en- 
acted state quarantines 
regulating the movementof 
pine trees, cut Christmas 
trees, and pine logs from 
the infested area. We an- 
ticipate that the United 
States Department of Agri- 
culture will enact a federal 
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quarantine making uniform 
regulations,” said Plant Pro- 
tection Supervisor Charles 
Staines. 

The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Agriculture plans 
to inspect Christmas tree 
sales lots this season to en- 
sure that infested trees are 
not distributed in Maryland.

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Restaurants Take 
A Bite Out Of Milk 


An increase in meala 
eaten away from home has 
greatly contributed to a 25- 
year decline in total milk 
consumption, says a Penn 
State researcher. 

“In 1965, consumers ate 
one meal in four outside the 
home,” says Dr. Blair Smith, 
associate professor of agri- 


cultural economics. “Now 
we eat one meal in three 
away from home--an in- 
crease of about 33 percent 

"In restaurants, people 
don't always eat the same 
kinds of foods that they do 
at home. In Particular, they 
are not nearly as likely to 
drink milk, a phenomenon 
that is costing the dairy in- 
dustry an estimated loss in 
sales of from 3.8 billion to 
13.7 billion pounds of milk 
annually. 

“At a price of $12.50 per 
hundredweight of milk, this 
translates into a loss in re- 
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turns to dairy farmers of 
$475 million to $1.7 billion 
each year,” he says 

Using data from the 
USDA, Smith analyzed na- 
tional and statewide trends 
to determine the negative 
effect eating away from 
home hason milk consump- 
tion. 

“Nationwide, per capita 
consumption of fluid milk 
declined 22 percent from 
1965 to 1989,” he says. 
“While we don’t have na- 
tional data on quantities of 
milk consumed outside the 
home, we do have estimates 
for Pennsylvania.” 

In 1965, the typical 
Pennsylvania consumer 
drank an estimated 38 
pounds of fluid milk away 
from home. By 1989, that 
number had dropped to 30 
pounds, a decline of 2] per- 
cent. “Thus, as the number 
of meals eaten outside the 
home increases, milk con- 
sumption per meal de- 
creaseseven more sharply,” 
says Smith. 

In a 1987 Penn State 
national survey, close to 73 
percent of 1,147 consumers 
reported they weren't as 
likely to drink milk when 
eating away from home. 
‘While they offered a vari- 
ety of reasons, the overall 
message conveyed was that 
they consider milk con- 
sumption an at-home activ 
itv,” savs Smith

It's a tomato plant un- 
like any you've ever seen 
Fully mature, the lush fol:

Lycopersicom hirsutum, 
which means hairy tomato 
It’sone of several wild South 
American cousins of our 
domesticated, cultivated, 


tomato. While this tomato 
plant probably wouldn't pro- 
duce enough fruit to fill a 
fast-food packet of catsup, 
it does have some hidden 
talents. Something about it 
kills caterpillars. 

The plant is especially

AIDS Cases To 
Increase Under 
New Detinition 

The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Health and Mental 
fly giene (DEIMH)expectaan 
increase in reportable AIDS 
‘ases of between 50 and 100 
percent when a new AIDS 
surveillance case definition 
1s implemented by the Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) in Janu- 
ary. Nationwide, CDC ises- 
timating an approximate 75 
percent rise in report cases 
in 1993 because of the ex- 
panded definition. 

‘This change in defini- 
tion brings a more realistic 
picture tohow HI Vand AIDS 
are affecting the citizens of 
Maryland,” said Governor 
Willtam Donald Schaefer. 
‘These additional cases dem- 
onstrate the need toredouble 
our efforts in HIV prevention 
and education.” 

The new definition, based 
on four additional criteria, 
becomeseffective January 1, 
1993. Under the new defini- 
tion, adults and adolescents 
with documented HIV infec- 
tion who have CD4+ T-lym- 
phocytecounts under 200 per 
cubic milliliter, or a percent 


‘of total lymphocytes under 


14, shculd be reported as 
AIDS cases. Three clinical 
conditions have also been 
added as AIDS-defining il]- 
nesses in persons with docu 
mented HIV infection: 
invasive cervical cancer, pul- 
monary tuberculosis, and 
recurrent pneumonia. The 
expanded definition doesnot 
affect reporting of pediatric 
AIDS cases 

“We do not expect this to 
have a large impact on our 
ability to provide services to 
individuals infected with 
HIV." said Nelson J. Saba- 


tini, Secretary, DHMH 
“Moat of the people who will 
now be reported as having 
AIDS as a result of the new 
definition have previously: 
been diagnosed as having 


HIV infection and we hope 
they are already undercare ” 

State officialssay the new 
definition will lead to an ini- 
tial rise in the repurting of 
prevalent cases, as well as an 
increase of incident report- 
ing. Prevalent cases include 
those individuals who had 
previously been diagnosed 
with HIV infection, but did 
not meet the old AIDS defini- 
tion. Incidentcases are newly 
diagnosed cases. Anincrease 
in the number of women di- 
agnosed with AIDS is also 
expected as a result of the 
new definition. 

These new guidelines will 
lead not only to an increase 
inthe number of AIDS cases 
reported in 1993, but they 
are expected toraise the num- 
ber of AIDS cases diagnosed 
in previous years, as well. 

For instance, an HIV-in- 
fected woman diagnosed with 
invasivecervical cancer prior 
to 1993 but who has noother 
AIDS-related illness, will be 
added to the AIDS Registry 
System effective in the year 
she was diagnosed with the 
invasive cervical cancer. 

However, the early effects 
of the expanded surveillance 
willbe greater than the long 
term because the number of 
prevalent cases will decline 
in time. 

These changes are de- 
signed tosimplify the classi- 
fication of HIV infection and 
the AlDScase reporting pro- 
cess, to be consistent with 
standards ofmedical care for 
IIIV infected persons, to bet - 
ter categorize H]V illnesses, 
and to more accurately re- 
flect the number of persons 
with severe HIV-relatedim

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Timetable For Compliance With Growth 


Mgmt. Act Approved By Commissioners 


The Garrett County Com- 
missioners this week ap- 
proved a timetable for the 
implementation of a state- 
mandated update of the 
county's development and 
growth plans that will in- 
clude the designation and 
protection of sensitive areas 
within the county and the 
preparation of a county-wide 
subdivision ordinance. 

Garrett County Planning 
and Zoning Director John 
Nelson presented the sched- 
ule to the commissioners for 
their approval before sending 
a letter to Maryland Gover- 
nor William Donald Schaefer 
providing him with the 
county’s timetable. 

Nelson explained that the 
draft schedule was required 
by the state as a result of 
the Growth Management 
Act being passed by the 
Maryland General Assembly 
last year to counter the 
“sprawling” growth that has 
occurred in the state in 
recent years. 

The act includes the pro- 
vision that “by January 1, 
1993, each jurisdiction that 
exercises planning and zon- 
ing authority shall provide to 
the governor a schedule for 
complying with the require- 
ments of SS 3.05, 3.06(B), 
and 4.09 of this article, in- 
cluding a schedule for the 
adoption and implementa- 


tion of a sensitive areas 
element and the visions and 
the achievement of consis- 
tency in local zoning, and 


other regulations.” 


Nelson stated that, pend- 
ing the approval of an Appa- 
lachian RegionalCommission 


technical assistance grant, 
the first step in the schedule 
-- reviewing and accepting 
bids for assistance from a 
qualified consulting or engi- 
neering firm - is “close” to 
being accomplished. 

He noted that a total of 
eight bids have been re- 
ceived, and the Garrett 
County Planning Commis- 
sion plans to narrow that 
number down to three or 
four by next week, and then 
begin interviewing the bid- 
ders. By January 1, the 
commission will award the 
contract for Phase I (other- 
wise known as background 
analysis) of the comprehen- 
sive update to the develop- 
ment plan. The analysis will 
involve an evaluation of 
demographics, existing land 
use, and natural features, 
including the identification 
of sensitive areas. 

By January 1, 1994, the 
contract for Phase II of the 
county’s comprehensive plan 
update will be awarded. This 
phase will include the estab- 


lishment of a sensitive areas 
element as well as the estab- 
lishment of policies :eeded 
to implement the gals of 
the Chesapeake Bay Com- 
mission. 

Completion of Phase II is 
scheduled to take place by 
October 1, 1994, at which 
time the evaluation of the 
Final Comprehensive Devel- 
opment Plan will begin 

By January 1, 1996, the 
process of preparing the 
Sensitive Area Preservation 
Ordinance and the Manage-

Federal Tax Booklets In The Mail : 


VariousChanges Are Explained 


More than 2.6 million fed- 
eral tax booklets have begun 
arriving in mailboxes 
throughout Marylandandthe 
District of Columbia 

The Internal Revenue 
Service says taxpayers 
should not be surprised if 
they receive a different form 
than the one they filed last 
year. The IRS sends the tax 
form that is easiest and best 
fitsthetaxpayer’sneeds based 
on the return filed in the 
previous year. So, ataxpayer 
who filed a Form 1040 last 
year, but could have used the 
shorter Form 1040A will re- 
ceive the package in the mail. 

At anewsconference this 
week, H.J. Hightower, IRS 
district director for Maryland 
and D.C., urged taxpayers to 
allow up to two weeks to re- 
ceive their tax booklet. “If 
yours doesn’t arrive by then, 
orif you needa different form, 
call 1-800-829-3676,” High- 
tower said. 

Hightower asked taxpay- 
ers to take time to review 
their tax booklet and to start 
gathering the information 
needed to file theirreturns. 

Although the 1992 forms 

closely resemble those tax- 
payers used last year, there 
are several changes taxpay- 
ers should note this year. 

* The Earned Income 
Credit (FIC) has increased 
significantly for 1992. The 
amount of the credit is larger 
with amaximum credit this 
year of $2,211, up from $2,020 
last year. The credit has three 
parts, the basic EIC and two 
additional credits -- one for 
taxpayers whopaidforhealth 
insurance coverage for 6 
qualifying child and another 
for taxpayers whohave achild 
that was born in 1992. 

This year taxpayers with 
mcome less than $22,370 can 
claim the credit. This is up 
from $21,250 last year. 
Schedule EIC isusedtoclaim 
the credit. Taxpayers have 
the option ofletting IRS com- 
pute the credit for them by 
filling out only threelineson 
the form Schedule EIC is in- 
cluded in all Form 1040 and 
1040A tax booklets. 

* For 1992 the personal 
2xemption amount for each 
taxpayer and dependent is 
$2,300, up from $2,150 in 


1991 

“Again this year,” 
Hightower noted, “moat tax- 
payers will not have to item- 
ize deductions but instead, 
can take advantage of the 

increased standard deduc- 
tion.” 

* The 1992 standard de- 
duction amounts are as fol- 
lows: single taxpayer, $3,600; 
head of household, $5,250; 
married filing jointly, $6,000; 
married filing separately 
$3,000. 

* Additional standard de- 
ductions are: single, age 65 
or over or blind, $900; and 
married, age 65 or over or 
blind, $700 each. 

For taxpayers eligible to 
be claimed as a dependent on 
someone else’s return, the 
standard deduction is the 
greater of $550 or actual 
earned income, limited to the 
standard deduction amounts 
listed above. 

Most taxpayers will not 
have to look up their stan- 
dard deduction in the tax 
booklet instructions. These 
amounts are listed right on 
the form. 

* Changes Affecting 

Higher Income 
Taxpayers 

For 1992, higher income 
taxpayers will betaxed at the 
31% rate on taxable income 
over the following increased 
amounts: $86,500 for mar- 
ried taxpayers filing jointly, 
$43,250 for married taxpay- 
ers filing separately, $51,900 
for single taxpayers, and 
$74,150 for heads of house- 
hold. 

The 31% rate, however, 
does not apply to net capital 
gain income, which 1s taxed 
at a maximum rate of 28%. 
Taxpayers with net capital 
gains should use Part IV of 
Schedule D (Form 1040), to 
figure their tax. 

Taxpayers with Adjusted 
Gross Income (AGI) greater 
than $105,250 ($52,625 for 
married taxpayers filing 
separately) will reduce the 
amount of certain itemized 
deductions claimed on Sched- 
ule A by 3% of the amount 
that their AGI exceeds the 
$105,250 threshold. Thetax

January 1, 1993, to help 
Maryland’ssmall contractors 
and subcontractors obtain 
bonds for government and 
utility contracts. MSBDFA 
is afinancing assistance pro- 
gram of the Maryland De- 
partment of Economic and 
Employment Development.

Filing requirements for 
1992 for taxpayers under age 
65 are: single, $5,900; head 
of household, $7,500; mar- 
ried filing jointly, $10,600;

With the exception of the 
“married filing separately” 
filing status, the income 
threshold fortaxpayers who 
are age 65 and over is in- 
creased by the amountof their 
additional standard deduc- 
tion. Special filing require- 
ments for children and de- 
pendents are detailed inthe 
tax instruction booklet. 

* Other Changes 

The Form 1040Tax Table 
ceiling for 1992 has been 
raised to $100,000. The up- 
per limit for the Tax Table for 
Forms 1040A and 1040EZ 
remains at $50,000. Many 
more Form 1040 tax return 
filers will not have to use the 
more complex Tax Rate 
Schedules,

Hightower also encour- 
aged taxpayers to consider 
filing theirreturnselectroni- 
cally this year. “In its fifth 
year of availability in Mary- 
land and D.C., this process 
cuts the waiting time for re- 
funds in half.” Last year, 
nearly 250,000 area taxpay- 
ers filed their returns elec- 
tronically and received their 
refunds in approximately 
three weeks instead of wait- 
ing the usual six weeks for a 
return filed on paper. This 
year IRS projects that over 
300,000 Maryland/D.C. area 
taxpayers will file electroni- 
cally through the services of 
over 1,100 tax preparers who 
offer this feature. 


Hightower concludedher 
remarks by stating that IRS 
stands ready to assist tax- 
payers in person at any of 11 
omices throughout Maryland 
and the District of Columbia, 
or telephonically by calling 
(410) 962-2590 in Baltimore 
or toll-free 1-800-829-1040 
elsewhere in Maryland and

MSBDFAcurrently oper- 
ates a Surety Bond Guaran- 
tee program, guaranteeing up 
to90percent ofa bond issued 
by aprivate surety. The new 
Program will also allow 
MSBDFA to directly issue 
bid, performance and pay- 
ment bonds up to $250,000 
for government and public 
utility contracts. 

“We anticipate that we 
will be fulfilling a need for 
small contractors and sub 
contractors who cannot cur- 
rently meet the surety 
industry's standard under- 
writing criteria because of a 
lack of equity, working capi- 
talorequipment,” said Mark 
L. Wasserman, secretary of 
economic and employment 
development. “Ourgoal isto 
help the subcontractors be- 
come prime contractors.” 

In fact, in order to apply 
for the MSBDFA bonding, 
contractors must show that 
they have been denied bond- 
ing by at least one surety. 

Stanley Tucker, MSB- 

DFA executive director, em- 
phasized that the state bond- 
ing program isaimed specifi- 
cally toward the small con- 
tractors. “We are not incom- 
petition with the private sec- 
tor,” he added. “In fact, we 
hope to be developing busi- 
ness for them. As the smaller 
furns grow and gain experi- 
ence on the larger contracts, 
they will be eligible for pri- 
vate bonding.”

To the Editor: 

I feel I must respond to 
Commissioner Butscher’s 
comments made at the last 
commissioners’ meeting in 
reference to the reason she 
doesn't ask for any legislation 
because her requests are 
never introduced and that if 
I don’t personally agree with 
it, it doesn't get introduced. 

Over the years I have 
basicaly waken the position 
that on issues that impact 
the commissioners’ office, a 
majority of the board should 
favor it before introducing 
legislation and unless | 
totally disagree, then it has 
heen introduced. There also 
has to he agreement between 
Senator I {afer and me or bills 
don't gu anywhere either. 

The following are the 
requests Commissioner 
Butscher made in January 
1991 and what happened 
with her requests: (1) A 
referendum during the 1992 
Presidential election to cap 
the commissioners’ salanes 
at the 1992 level of $23,000- 
-she knows salanes cannot 
be changed during aterm, so 
even if we introduced a bill, 
salaries would not have 
changed for this present 
term. Garrett County has a 
Salary Study Commission in 
which I believe to be a fair 
approach and one which has 
functioned well for many 
years. They are now again 
looking at the salaries, so 
Commissioner Butscher 
should press her concern to 
them. | believe Commis- 
sioner Butscher campaigned 
that the $18,000 salary was 
enough, then she wanted it 
frozen at the 1992 level of 
$23,000. She has accepted 
all the pay increase since she 
took office. Salaries can’t be 
changed during aterm, there 
is a Salary Study Commis- 
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sion, the other two commis- 
sioners opposed it, both 
Senator] lafer, and] oppused 
it and that is why it wasn't 
introduced. 

(2) Term limits of two 
consecutive four-year terms 
for county commissioners-- 
Senator Hafer and | did 
receive a petition on this issue 
as Commissioner Butscher 
mentioned. The petition was 
headed up by some of the 
same people who put 
together the Charter that 
was recently defeated. If it 
was such a hot item, why 
didn’t they write term limits 
into the Charter? Again, the 
other two commissioners 
Opposed it and Senator Hafer 
and I opposed it and that is 
why it was not introduced. 

(3) A commissioner as an 
ex-officio member of the 
Board of Education--this was 
supported by the other two 
commissioners, Senator 
Hafer, and me. The bill was 
introduced. 

(4) A black bear hunting 
season--this was supported 
by the other two commis- 
sioners, but Senator Hafer 
and I did not introduce it and 
told the commissioners why 
The DNR finally put in 
writing that when they felt 
the time wasnght they would 
Institute some type of bear 
season and yes, | said that 
without the support of DNR, 
it would be difficult toget the 
bill passed. Evidently Com- 
missioner Butscher forgot 
that I co-sponsored a bear 
hunting bill the year or two 
prior to her request and for 
two or three years prior to 
that put bills in to compen- 
sate farmers forcrop damage, 
none of which passed 

I don’t remember any 
singular requests from her 
in 1992 and there has been 
none for the coming session. 

Commissioner Butscher is 
correct when she said if I 
don’t agree it won't be intro- 
duced. | also was elected by 
the people to do what I feel is 
right and I am trying to do 
the best job I can. If I don't 








agree with something, I'm 
not going to put in a bull just 
to do it. It costs roughly 
$325.15 just to draft, print, 
proofread, and doa fiscal note 
on a bill and around $1,000 
when it gets into the hearing 
process. 

So contrary to her com- 
ments, some of her proposals 
have been introduced. If 
Commissioner Butscher has 
other ideas for legislation she 
should bring them up and 
they will be considered, just 
as the others have.

Oh, Christmas Tree!

At this time of the year, most folks in this country (and 
in others) are currently housing a pine tree bedecked with 
various glass baubles and other colorful hangy-downs. In the 
past month, we have probably all felt that combination of 
festive gaiety and supreme annoyance as we stuffed the trees 
in our homes and began the yearly battle with gravity to get 
the things to stand up straight. Sort of odd, this Christmas 
tree tradition, if you think of it objectively. If I came from 
another planet and someone tried to explain to me that this 
was a cherished tradition among humans, I’m sure I’d be 
confused. 

I was struck with this notion a few weeks ago when we 
put the tree up here at the office and the smell of it made us 
all sigh and say, “Oh, it smells so good - so Christmasy.” Our 
olfactory senses react to the scent of a tree and immediate 
recollections of Christmases past flood our minds. 

In our homes, we bring these trees inside and put them 
m specially-made stands (with a good bit of grunting 
Sweating, and - in our house, anyway - some colorful 
dialogue). We argue over the tree’s straightness and over its 
position in the house, which must be perfect. I heard more 
horror stories about the yearly gravity battle this year than 
ever before. My mother’s stand was too small, my brother’s 
enormous stand sprung a leak moments after he and his 
family had erected their nine-foot, 12-ton tree; my husband 
nearly killed himself after cutting down our spruce in the 
beloved “cut your own" tradition as the snow was about 25 
inches deep and the tree had to be dragged about 347 miles 
back to the truck. I heard rumors of someone giving in to 
the fight and finally nailing his tree to the hardwood floor! 
We had our own battle at home, during which at one point 
I said, exasperated, "John, we have killed a huge pine tree, 
shoved it in the house, and now we're trying to make it 
stand up? What are we doing?’ 

We did succeed at last however (with the help of fishing 
wire, lots of nails in our walls, and an ingenious use of our 
wok that is just ‘way too hard to explain), and the war of the 
tree lighting began - hig lights or little lights? blinky or still? 
lots or few? colored or just white? Oh, the yearly battle is 
ugly but wholly unavoidable. 

The hanging of the treasured Christmas balls is generally 
calm in our house because we tend to agree on how it should 
be done. It is yet another odd tradition, though, once again 
looking at it from a distance, as this tree in our house is 
adorned with lights, old colored balls, and various glass or 
plastic figures. There is an art to hanging the things just 
right, and that talent takes vears of practice. We decorated 
it peacefully this year, and by golly, when all was told, it was 
beautiful. It still is. 

Our 11-month-old son seemed to be only mildly confused 
when Daddy and Mommy crammed the blue spruce through 
the door and rolled it into the front room. He stares at it 
now with some wonder, but his efforts lie largely in 
removing the decorations and attempting to taste them. As 
far as the odd tradition, Robert sees Mommy and Daddy do 
a lot of strange things all the tirne, and probably just chalked 
this one up to yet another curious aspect of! living. He will 
see it happen every year, and perhaps the smell ofi pine and 
the practice of: traditions will for him, too, bring back 
Christmas memories (which I hope will be happy ones). 

We will enjoy our tree for at least the 12 days of 
Christmas, and probably some time after that, as we don't 
subscribe to the “up the day after Halloween and down on 
Dec. 26" method. The quiet evenings of rocking the baby in 
front of the glimmering tree with all the other lights out are 
cherished moments for us. 

I hope everyone survived their own tree ordeals and 
ended up with a pretty display. Despite the troubles, I love 
the tradition and all the warmth and fun of the season. May 
it continue for all during these passing days of Christmas 
1992.

ment Ordinance will begin. 
It was noted in the schediile 
that the Garrett County 
Planning Commission "in- 
tends to adopt separate sen- 
sitive area legislation in lieu 
of implementing standards 
within a county-wide zoning 
ordinance.” 

The process of preparing 
that ordinance will begin 
July 1, 1996, and will be 
tailored to direct growth to 
existing population centers 
and intended growth areas. 
The ordinance would become 
the first county-wide plan- 
ning device implemented 
within the jurisdiction. 

The subdivision ordi- 
nance, together with the 
adoption ofi sensitive area 
management ordinances will 
form the foundation of the 
county's strategy to imple- 
ment growth management, 
protect resources, and ensure 
that the provisions of the 
comprehensive plan are 
achieved. 

The ordinances are sched- 
uled to be available for public 
review by January 1, 1997, 
and public hearings will be 
held on May 1, 1997, with 
adoption and implementa- 
tion of the ordinances to 
take place by July 1, 1997.

Maryland's Two 
Major Revenues 
Showing Growth 


“We're not out of the 
woods yet, but we are see- 
ing better signa from the 
state's two major revenue 
sources, the income tax and 
the sales and use tax,” Mary- 
land State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein reported. 

An analysis of income 
tax revenue sent in by the 
state’s 250 largest employ- 
ers trom the third quarter 
of calendar year 1992 shows 
a nine percent growth over 
the same quarter of the pre- 
vious year and a4.3percent 
growth over the second 
quarter of the current year. 

“More than 75 percent 
of Maryland’s income tax 
revenue is the tax withheld 
from employees’ paychecks 
and sent in by businesses,” 
Goldstein said. Income tax 
is the largest single source 
of state revenue. 

For the month of Novem- 
ber, 1992, General Fund 
Income tax revenue amount- 
ed to $334.9 million, up 13.1 
percent over the $296, 1 mil- 


f 


lion collected in November, 
1991. 

“This additional revenue 
brings the four-month Gen- 
eral Fund income tax rev- 
enue to $1,046,902,148, a 
3.9 percent increase over 
the $1,007,549,974 collected 
for the same period of fiscal 
year 1992,” Goldstein said. 

Sales and use taxes pro- 
vide the second largest 
source of Genera] Fund rev- 
enue and, for the month of 
November, 1992, totaled 
$139,961,634, up 12.1 per- 
cent over the $124,865,043 
collected for the same month 
@ year ago. 

For the first four months 
of fiscal year 1993, sales and 
use tax revenue totaled 
$565,159,080, up 9.4 per- 
cent over the $516,828,688 
collected during the same 
period last year. 

“This growth reflects tax 
increases enacted by the 
1992 session of the General 
Assembly as well as the 
improving economy,” Gold- 
stein said. “Our analysis of 
sales and use tax revenue 
for November shows sub- 
stantial increases in the tax- 
able food and beverage, gen- 
eral merchandise, furniture 


and apparel categories.” 
For the month of Novem- 
ber, 1992, the taxable food 
and beverage category pro- 
duced $31.1 million, a 10.2 
percent increase over No- 
vember, 1991; the general 
merchandise category yield- 
ed $24.8 million, a growth 
of 13.8 percent; the furni- 
ture category produced 
$15.9 million, up 12.8 per- 
cent; and the apparel cat- 
egory produced $8.5 million, 
an 8.7 percent increase. 
“The building and con- 
tractors category, which 
reflects construction activ- 
ity, produced $17.7 million 
in November, 1992, an in- 
crease of eight-tenths of one 
percent,” Goldstein said. 
In its December 10, 1992 


report, the Board of Rev- 
enue Estimates noted that 
the outlook for construction 
is weak due to excessive 
commercial construction 
and continued high vacancy 
rates. The board also said 
that the outlook for con- 
sumer spending after the 
holiday season will be af- 
fected by high personal debt 
burdens, lower than normal 
growth in wages and con- 
cerns about job losses due to 
economic restructing. Per- 
sonal income in Maryland 
is expected to grow by three 
percent during calendar 
year 1992, by four percent 
in calendar year 1993 and 
by five percent in calendar 
year 1994. 

“While our figures show

According to forestry of- 
ficials, one of the leading 
causes of brush fires in 
Southern Maryland has 
been hot ashes discarded on 
flammable natural cover 
such as leaves or cured 
grass. 

DNR Forest Ranger 
John Fisher said, “Hot ashes 
in an exposed pile can smol- 
der for two or three days 
before igniting brush.” 
Fisher, who was recently 
selected as Southern Mary- 
land's Forest Ranger of the 
Year, said that these brush 
fires ignite and spread 
quickly. 

To prevent winter wild- 
fire, wood stove and fire- 
place users should take the 
following precautions: 

1. Place ashes in a safe 
container, like a metal 
bucket, soak with water, 
and cover the container 

2. Let ashes sit for at 
least two days until all hot 
embers are completely ex 
tinguished. 

3. Dispose of cold ashes 
in a cleared area, 10 feet or 
more in width, free of all 
flammable materials. 

4. Avoid leaving contain- 
ers of ashes on porches, pa- 
tios or decks, or in garages, 
sheds or any other struc- 
tures. 

“Proper precautions can 
reduce the risk of wildfire 
damaging your land or prop- 
erty,” Fisher said

Health Insurance, 
Government Regs 


Major Concerns 


The cost of health inaur- 
ance premiums and state 
governmental regulations 
are the top headaches fac- 
ing Maryland’s small-busi- 
ness owners, according to a 
new survey by the state 
chapter of the National Fed- 
eration of Independent 
Business (NFIB). 

When asked toname the 
top state issue affecting 
their business, more than 
half (54.6 percent) cited the 
coat of health insurance pre- 
miums, while one-third 
(33.3 percent) pointed to 
state governmental regula- 
tions. 

“Small firms in Mary- 
land, as in most other states, 
are having a hard time con- 
trolling the costa of health 
insurance. But the real 
problem for business own- 
era is the overregulation by 
Maryland atate agencies, 
compounded by federal 
agency actions,” saidJames

Other top issues in- 
cluded state business taxes

ers’ compensation was the

Miners May 
Be Susceptible 
To Silicosis 


According to the Na- 
tional Institute for Occupa- 
tional Safety and Health 
(NIOSH), workers involved 
in rock drilling and mining 
may be at risk for develop- 
ing silicosis, a chronic, irre- 
versible, and sometimes fa- 
tal, respiratory disease 
which is completely pre- 
ventable. Those at risk in- 
clude drillers employed in 
surface coal mining, cais- 
son construction, metal min- 
ing, slate and rock quar- 
ries, tunnel construction, 
and highway and dam con- 
struction. 

Silicosia first received 

widespread attention in 
1936 when over 1,500 men 
died near the town of Gauley 
Bridge, W.Va., asa result of 
breathing in silica dust. The 
disease ia caused by breath- 
ing in fine particles of crys- 
talline silica which is a pri- 
Mary component of sand- 
stone. Once the silica par- 
ticles enter the lungs, they 
become trapped and swell- 
ing occurs around the par- 
ticles forming nodules 
which eventually obstruct 
air flow and impair breath- 
ing. Eventually the worker 
may die of respiratory fail- 
ure. 

Thesymptoms of silicosis 
are much like that of bron- 
chitis, emphysema, and tu- 
berculosis. Therefore, it is 
often misdiagnoeed and pro- 
ceeds untreated. The symp- 
toms include shortness of 
breath, cough, difficulty in 
breathing with physical ex- 
ertion, bluish skin color, fe- 
ver, and fungal or mycobac- 
terial infection of the lungs. 
With nocure available, and 
little hope of recovery, the 
only viable treatment inthe 
advanced stages of silicosis 
is a lung transplant. Any- 
one with any of these symp- 
toms should consult a phy- 
sician immediately. 

NIOSH offers these 
guidelines for at-risk work- 
ers to follow: 

* Practice good personal 
hygiene to avoid unnecés- 
sary exposure to silica dust. 

* Wear washable or dis- 
posable protective clothes at 
the worksite, and shower 
and change into clean 
clothes before leaving the 
worksite to prevent con- 
tamination of cars, homes, 
and other work areas. 

* Use respiratory pro- 
tection when source con- 
trola cannot keep silica ex- 
posure below the NIOSH 
recommended exposure 
limit. 

* Have periodic medical 
examinations.

The total cox of trans- 
porting mik in “over the 
road” tankers 1s approxi- 
mately 35 cents percwt. per 
one hundred miles.

Effort To Increase Prices 

Since 1987, there have 
been a variety of efforts 
a:med at :ncreasing Middle 
Atlantic region da:ry farmer 
pr.ces, including Maryland 
producer prices 

Attempts to increase 
minimum dairy farmer 
pr.cesnationaiiy orthrough 
Federal Milk Market Or- 
ders have encountered op- 
position because of the con- 
tunuing Federal budget defi- 
cit and to a “deregulation” 
philosophy. At the same 
time, pr.ces pa:d to Mary- 
land and other M.ddle At- 
Jantic da:ry farmers have: 


1. become increas:ngly 
volatile: and 

2. been above min:mum 
Federal prices For ex- 
ample, in 1991, the average 
monthly milk price received 
by Maryland dairy farmers 
ranged from $12.00 percwt. 
to $14 80 per cwt. 

Maryland fluid milk 
prices reflected this in- 
creased producer price vola- 
tility. 

Minimum Federal pr.ces 
sre currently inadequate to 
generate a sufficient sup- 
ply of milk to meet Mary- 
land market needs. For ex 
ample, thecurrentU S. sup- 
port price of $10.10 :s far 
below the average cust of 
producing milk in Mary- 
Jand 

To address this s.tua- 
tion, most states in the 
Middle Atlantic region Lave 
instituted state mandated 
producer prices which ex- 
ceed minimum Federal 
prices. 

Pennsylvania and Vir- 
ginia, currently have state 
mandated producer prices 
which exceed minimum 
Federal prices, for milk used 
to produce beverage fluid 
(Class I) products, by ap- 
proximately 5 percent in 
Pennsylvania and 13 per- 
cent in Virginia. 

An August 1991 study 
by Drs. Robert Yonkers and 
Blair Smith, at the Penn- 
sylvania State University, 
concluded that “during the 
period January 1989 
through June 1991, Penn- 
sylvania farm milk prices 
were higher, and Pennsy]- 
vania retail milk prices 
lower, than those inthe U.S. 
as a whole The mark:-ting 
margin, or the difference 
between what the farmer 
got and what the consumer 
paid, was Jower in Pennsy)- 
vaniathan intheU'S by an 
average of 13.5 cents per 
half-gallon of whole m:)k.” 

Creation Of Md. Milk 
Commiesion 

The existence of such 
prices in Maryland’s larg- 
est neighborng states, with 
no such authority in Mary- 


land, 1s the pmmary impe- 
tus behind Maryland dairy 
farmer support for the cre- 
ation of a Maryland Milk 
Commi seion. 

In the opinion of the 
Maryland Dairy Task Force, 
the establishment of a 
Maryland Milk Commission 
wil] benefit the state’s cuon- 
sumers The proposed Milk 
Commission Isw will pro- 
vide authonty to establish 
minimum prxlucer prices 
for Maryland dairy farmer 
milk The Jaw will also pro- 
vide for the licensing of en- 
titiesd.stributing packaged 
fluid dairy products in 
Maryland. The proposal fur- 
ther contains permissive 
authority for requimng that 
wholesale fluid milk not be 


























sold below the cost of pro- 
ducing packaged fluid milk 

Such provisions will ben- 
efit Maryland consumers, 
as wel] as Maryland dairy 
farmers, by help:ng assure 
an adequate supply of m:lk 
to meet Maryland market 
needs. 

Permissive authonty for 
hmitations on below cost 
pricing of flu:d milk at the 
wholesale level will prevent 
milk price “wars ” Process- 
ing plants which serve a 
vanety of acccunts, includ- 
ing schools, inst.tut:ons and 
smal} stores, are leas able to 
withstand the :mpact of 
price wars than large firms 
w:th substant:al non-dairy 
and/or supermarket cha:n 
business. As a result, price 
wars can result in further 
concentration of milk plant 
process:ng capacity, to the 
detriment of consumers 

Added Provisions 

The proposed Maryland 
Milk Commission law also 
contains a number of provi- 
sions which wil] ensure that 
Maryland consumer prices 
for dairy products remain 
fully competitive. 

Under the proposal, 
Maryland producer prices 
wul continue to vary based 
on national milk market 
supply and demand condi-

The proposed Commis- 
son has no authority te ):m:t

tivity increas:ng/cost reduc- 
ung technology. The Com-

The Commission wil) 
have no authorty to lim:t 
the production of m:lk by 
da:ry farmers.

Terra Alta, W.Va., 
Stockyard Under 
New Ownership 


New ownership of the 
Terra Alta Stockyard will 
move the facility intoa new 
era, according to organizer 
Tom McConnell, Preston 
County Extension agent, an 
era that will provide mar- 
keting leadership for agri- 
culture. 

The new Preston Farm- 
ers’ Market will be a corpo- 
ration made up of 50 prima- 
rily Preston County agri- 
businessmen. There are also 
investors in Maryland and 
Iowa, and the Possibility 
exists for a potential inves- 
tor in Oklahoma. The mid- 
west investors are cattle 
feeders who already use 
cattle from this area. 
McConnell stated that put- 
ting the group of investors 
together was inspiring in 
that the county is behind 
the project and excited by 
it. “We thought the commu- 
nity would like to partici- 

pate, but I’ve been humbled 
by the response,” 
McConnell said. 

The first sale under the 
new ownership will begin 
at 2p.m. onJanuary 1, with 
the bell sounded by Ruth 
Teets, daughter of the late 

Jim Evans, who started the 
stockyard back in 1938. 
“Jim Evans provided the 
kind of leadership for agri- 
culture that we would like 
to continue providing,” 
McConnell said. 


Visit our unique “Kitchen Showcase* in 


Larry Sterling, a 1966 
graduate of WVU College of 
Agriculture, will serve as 
the stockyard manager. The 
auctioneer will be Swanton 
resident Leonard Custer. 

After opening in 1938, 
the stockyard offered sta- 
bility in area agriculture 
until the early 1970s, Over 
the last 17 years, there have 
been seven major manage- 
ment changes, according to 
McConnell. “That’s not 
stable,” McConnell said. 
“We hope to be aggressive 
and business-like and pro- 
vide that agricultural lead- 
ership. Most importantly, 
we want to do what’s best 
for the farmer in the most 
respectful way -- the way 
that they deserve. 

“We're going to show 
respect for the farmers, and 
that’s a very important con- 
cept,” McConnell continued. 
“Farmers will be shown that 
someone is going to work as 
hard to sell it as they did to 
grow it. I think that’s an 
important concept. Market 
support will be an impor- 
tant issue atthe stockyard.” 

The sale of livestock will 
begin every Friday, sharply 
at 2 p.m. Hay, fenceposts 
and firewood will be auc- 
tioned beginning at 12:30 
p.m. Areas that the new 
ownership will concentrate 
on improving first include 
yearling cattle and lamb 
marketing McConnell says 
there is wide opportunity in 
the area for yearling cattle 
marketing and it will be 
“pushed harder.” He adds

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that for lamb marketing 
they will use “yield & grade” 
and may try consignments. 
In both cases, he says, they 
will work on marketing. 

The new owners intend 

to begin horse sales on a 
regular (perhaps monthly) 
schedule and plan to hold 
one or two equipment sales 
a year. Vegetable market- 
ing is another area they 
will explore. Preston County 
is famous for its potatoes, 
and state-funded farmers’ 
markets have encouraged a 
wide variety of vegetable 
production. McConnell says 
now that counties must con- 
tend with severe state bud- 
get cuts, the future doesn’t 
look promising for Exten- 
sion agents and the leader- 
ship they have historically 
provided. “We intend to put 
the stockyard in a position 
to provide this leadership,” 
McConnell said. 

The agent stated thatthe 
sale had grown under 
former owner Emory Crites, 
and the new owners intend 
to take it from there and 
help it to continue growing. 
At the beginning of the first 
sale, McConnell will turn 
the operation over to man- 
ager Larry Sterling and go 
back toconcentrating on his 
full-time job as county Ex- 
tension agent. 

McConnell concluded by 
saying that the future of 
the stockyard was always 
unsure. “This move is to 
present the yard with a se- 
cure future and to provide 
the management and lead- 
ership to make that hap- 
pen.”

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After Christmas Was 


Oo Bake Cooktes 





by Bernice Kepple 

Each year as the num- 
ber of days before Christ- 
mas diminished, it became 
time to bake cookies again. 
Cookies with ordinary in- 
gredients like molasses and 
brown sugar, raisins and 
walnuts became Christmas 
fantasies that were just 
plain delicious. Grandma's 
cookies were all soft variet- 
ies because that’s what the 
family liked best. Her 
Christmas standards in- 
cluded sugar cookies, sour 
cream cookies, and ginger- 
bread men. 

Those last few days be- 
fore Christmas were time 
enough to start baking, and 
if other, more important 
chores filled up those last 
days before the holiday, 
Grandma baked the week 
after Christmas when all 
her grandchildren were 
home from school. It was 
important to have a supply 
of cookies when all my cous- 
ins, aunts and uncles, anda 
few of the neighbor kids 
gathered on our hill for a 
sled riding party. This big 
event was always sponta- 
neous, but we also had af- 
ternoonsof sled riding when 
just my nearest cousins and 
the closest neighbor kids 
(those Kepple boys) came 
over with their sleds. After 
a few hours in the cold we 
would all gather in the 
kitchen for cookies and hot 
chocolate. 

Grandma began by gath- 
ering her utensils and in- 
gredients together on the 
big kitchen table. She never 
used an electric mixer, just 
a big bow] and a wooden 
spoon. Next she would get 
her favorite cook book from 
the corner cupboard in the 
pantry. Grandma didn’t use 
measuring spoons or cups; 
her recipes used serving 
spoons and a big white cof- 
fee cup for their standard 
measurements, along with 
a little pinch of this and a 
little pinch of that. 

She usually made a 
double batch of cookie dough 
in the big bowl, and rolled it 


outon the table top with her 
old wooden rolling pin. At 
this point, even the very 
youngest grandchildren 
were allowed tohelp cut out 
the cookies. We used large, 
old tin cookie cutters made 
in the shape of stars, Christ- 
mas trees or bells for the 
sugar cookies. The dough 
was cut in whatever shape 
we wanted, and placed on 
the cookie sheet. Then if we 
wanted todecorate the cook- 
ies with colored sugar, we'd 
SNS = 
$58.50 to 64.00; light, $45.00 
to 56.00.

sprinkle it on before the pan 
was put into the oven. 

When the cookies were a 
light golden brown, 
Grandma took the pan from 
the oven and with a cake 
turner placed the hot cook- 
ies on adishcloth or a folded 
tablecloth to cool. When all 
the cookies were cool, we'd 
mix theicing -athick, white 
butter icing that was easy 
to spread. The icing would 
be divided into several small 
bowls and food coloring 
added tocreate as many dif- 
ferent colors as possible. 
Then the fun would really 
begin. We could chose a 
cookie and spread whatever 
color icing we wanted. When 
all the cookies were iced, 
coconut or chocolate 
sprinkles could be added. 
In those days before 
Tupperware, we'd store the 
decorated cookies in alarge, 
blue granite roaster with a 
big domed lid. 

The gingerbread men 
were cut with a large cut- 
ter, placed on the cookie 
sheet and decorated with 
raisins. Raisins were placed 
on the head for eyes, nose 
and a mouth, and down the 
front of the gingerbread 
men for buttons. Each time 
the dough was rolled out 
only a few cookies could be 
cut because they were so 
large. Asthe cookies baked, 
the raisins became soft and 
juicy, and the smell coming 
from the oven filled the 
house and drifted out into 
thecold, crisp airevery time 
the back door was opened. 

Sour cream cookies were 
my least popular kind. All 


the adults liked them, but I 
never thought they had as 
much flavor as the others. 
Grandma always said she 
made them because “the 
Kepple boys like them so 
much.” We used a simple 
round cutter or maybe a 
scalloped cutter to cut them 
and sprinkled granulated 
sugar on the top before they 
were putin the oven tobake. 
I always thought they re- 
sembled snowballs. 

My own kids helped me 
bake Christmas cookies 
when they were growing up, 
and I hope the cookie tradi- 
tion continues with my 
grandchildren. It’s a great 
feeling to place a plate of 
beautiful homemade Christ- 
mas cookies on the table in 


front of guests. | remember + 


standing beside Grandma 
as the cookies were passed 
around, smiling and feeling 
proud because J had helpeil 
bake the cookies our guests 
were eating.

“Country Cousins” 
Tell How Life 


Really Is On Farm 

Reprinted with per- 
mission from USDA's“Ag 
in the Classroom Notes.” 

Until recently, millions 
of third graders’ first intro- 
duction to agriculture might 
have come from a social 
studies textbook: 

“Nathan shivers as his 
feet touch the cold floor. He 
hurries to dress but he can 
still feel the wind blowing 
through the cracks around 
his upstairs window. From 
there he can see his father 
going into the old cow barn. 
Beyond the barn, as far as 
he can see, are brown plowed 
fields, small puddles of wa- 
ter, bare trees, and wooden 
fences. He goes downstairs, 
putson his boots and an old 
jacket.” 

Now, thanks to six farm 
families and an employee of 
Kansas State Board of Agri- 
culture, a more recent so- 
cial studies textbook will 
feature a contemporary, 
accurate, and detailed look 
at Kansas agriculture. 

During the summer of 
1989, Judith Williams, a 
projects editor with the pub- 
lishing company of Silver 
Burdett & Ginn contacted 
Loreen McMillan, market- 
ing specialist with the Kan- 
sas Board of Agriculture. 
Williams asked for assis- 
tance in preparing a chap- 
ter that would help students 
across the country -- most of 
whom might have little per- 
sonal connection with agri- 
culture -- understand more 
about what happens on a 
farm. 

Believing that “children 
do such a good job of com- 
municating to their peers,” 
McMillan asked several 
farm families to share their 
stories. Each family wrote a 
story in letter form about 
how they produce wheat. 
The stories are written asa 
series of Jetters from third- 
grade farm children to their 
cousins or pen pals in the 
city. 

For example, one Kan- 
sas child described fall and 
winter on the farm this way: 

“I go with my dad a lot 
after school to check on the 
cattle, mend fences, and do 
the chores. We have to make 
sure that none of the cattle 
are sick, and if they are, we

doctor them. 

“When it gets colder and 
the snow comes, we take 
the cattle away from the 
wheat. The wheat is resting 
now and would be hurt if 
the cattle continued graz- 
ing.” 

McMillan says that she 
had originally not intended 
for the letters to be pub- 
lished. But she believes the 
first-person writing con- 
veyed an immediacy that 
will help convey two impor- 
tant messages. First, chil- 
dren Jearn that farmingis a 
year-round activity with 
never amoment when there 
isn’t something to do.

I've been asked that ques- 
tion quite a few times over the 
years. Sometimes it has been 
asked by someone who wanted 
to know if I was of a kindred 
Pentecostal spirit. Others have 
wanted to be sure that I wasn't 
“one of those.” I'm not sure how 
satisfying my answer has been 
for either of these camps: “Yes, 
I'm charismatic; all Christians 
are.” 
Charisma, of course comes 
from the Greek word for “gift” 
and it is particularly used in 
the New Testament to denote 
the spiritual gifts which God 
gives to his people. Although, 
according to Paul, the gifts of 
the Holy Spirit are diverse (1 
Cor. 12), he implies that all true 
Christians experience God's 
Holy Spirit and are gifted by 
him. So, tobe a sincere follower 
of Jesus Christ is to be gifted by 
God in one or more ways--in 
other words, charismatic. 

GLOSSOLALIA 

1m aware, however, that in 
our time the word “charismatic” 
often is given a much narrower 
definition and in the minds of 
many refers solely to those 
Christians who seek and find 
those epiritual gifts given in a 
state of ecstatic fervor--most 
often, glossolalia or “speaking 
im tongues,” an experience that 
Paul termed the least of gifts 
and which in ancient and con- 
temporary tumes has divided 
the churches. In 1 Corinthians 
14-18, 19 Paul says: 

“\mevertheless, in church I 
would rather speak five words 
with my mind, in order to in- 
struct others, than ten thou- 
sand words in a tongue.” 

Thave no problem with those 
Christians who “speak in 
tongues,” but neither am I will- 


Ing to grant that their experi- 
ence is normative for charis- 
matic Christianity The ecstatic 
experience is not for all Chris- 
tians and the particular experi- 
ence of the glossolalia peuple is 
not broad enough t» cover ail of 
the work of the Holy Spirit 

Actually, the Pentecost ex- 
perience of Acts 2 is a broaden- 
ing, rather than narrowing ex- 
perience. For one thing, the 
Holy Spirit came upon all--not 
just the more devout or doctri- 
nally correct -who “were all to- 
gether in one place” (2:1). We 
don'tknow whether those gath- 
ered together were 12 or 120 in 
number, but the writer of Acts 
tells us, “And they were all 
filled with the Holy Spirit” (2:4). 
This was an inclusive, not an 
exclusive ordivisive experience 

GOOD NEWS, 
NOT BABBLING 

This experience is also quite 
different from what Paul speaks 
of in his letters to the church at 
Corinth. There, they spoke in 
unintelligible sounds, like the 
glossolalia of today. But the 
writer of Acts tells us that all 
the disciples “began to speak in 
other tongues, as the Spirit gave 
them utterance” (2:4). These 
were not unintelligible sounds 
but foreign languages, for there 
were lots of foreigners in Jerusa- 
lem from “every nation under 
heaven” and “each one heard 
them speaking in his own lan. 
guage” (2:6). This was not inco- 
herent babbling, but the good 
news of Jesus Christ in a vari- 
ety of foreign languages--the 
writer of Acts suggests at least 
15. 

So, instead of dividing this 
great throng, the gifts of the 
Holy Spirit actually united 
these people. As Theodore P. 
Ferris says, “They were a group 
of people who probably had 
nothing else in common save 
this one thing: they loved 
Jesus."* When people love 
Jesus, no matter how diverse 
they may be or varied the means 
in which they express their love 
of Jesus, the gifts of God's Holy 
Spirit unites them and reaches 
out to unite the world as well, 
In that, we are all charismatics 
and pentecostal

The series takes few liber- 
ties with historical facts 
There were a handful of wom- 
en physicians in the late 1860s; 
most of them practiced in ar- 


eas that were either extremely 
poor or unusually isolated 

“Everything is accurate, 
even down to the instruments I 
use,” says Seymour. “Any time 
I see any of the writers, their 
heads are buried in research.” 

CBS is counting heavily on 
“Dr Quinn.” which scored as- 
tonishingly well when it was 
tested with sample audiences, 
to turn around its ratings on 
Saturday nights 

“Everyone says it's a hit, but 
I hate to think that way, be- 
cause we could be damned,” 
says Seymour. “And we're be- 
ing put in the worst slot known 
to television. I'm just hoping 
that the audience out there 
that’s been complaining forev- 
er about the fact that theres 
Nothing on television that’s 
meaningful, that doesn’t have 
to do with mindless violence or 
mindless sex, that represents 
men and women __ especially 
women in a positive light. 
and that is something that you 
can watch with your children 
but isn't necessarily just for 
children well, here it is.” 

She's also hoping that her 
following from such miniser- 
tes as “Captains and the 
Kings.” “Fast of Eden” and 
“War and Remembrance” will 
give “Dr. Quinn” a boost 

‘I hope that anyone who 
ever liked my work will real- 
ize that I've been as choosy as 
I was ever able to be.” she 
says. “Economics sometimes 
came into play. but more often 
than not I kept to fairly classy 
things, and | think this is as 
classy a series as I've ever 
read. I've got a ton of other 
stuff ready to do, so if it 
doesn't work out it’s not the 
end of the world for me. But I 
hope at least it’s given a 
chance *

In presenting the draft 
plan, State School Superin- 
tendent Nancy Grasmick 
called it a “conceptual 
framework” that was drawn 
up “in accordance with a 
Maryland Higher Educa- 
tion Commission proposal 
to reform teacher prepara- 
tion.” Earlier this month, 
after a two-year study, a 
task force appointed jointly 
by Secretary of Higher Edu- 
cation Shaila Aery and Dr. 
Grasmick presented a pro- 
posal for reforming teacher 
preparation to the commis- 
sion.

The State Department 
of Education plan contains 
concepts and mechanisms 
to carry out the Depart- 
ment’s role in supporting 
the higher education com- 
mission proposal. The De- 
partment is responsible for 
approving teacher educa- 
tion programs and for certi- 
fying teachers. 


The plan would: 

* Require prospective 
teachers to complete a four- 
year undergraduate degree 
program in the arts and sci- 
ences to ensure that they 
have a substantial founda- 
tion in general education 
and content knowledge. 


* Require prospective 
teachers to take a fifth “pro- 
fessional development year” 
in education leading to 
licensure by the State De- 
partment of Education. The 
teacher candidate would 
engage in school-based clini- 
cal experience, possibly 
serving as a teaching in- 
tern under a supervising 
teacher or mentor. 


* Evaluate teacher pre- 
paration programs accord- 
ing to outcome standards. 
The essential question 
would be, “Are graduates of 
the program good teachers?” 


* Tie the reform of 
teacher education to school 
reform. Similar to the Mary- 
land School Performance 
Program, the concentration 
on outcomes in assessing 
teacher training programs 
would give the program con- 
siderable flexibility toreach 
the outcomes by innovative 
programs designed by pro- 
gram faculty. 


The State Department 
of Education plan outlines 
the knowledge and skills 
necessary for effective 
teaching in a separate docu- 
ment, “Essential Dimen- 
sions of Teaching.” The 
document emphasizes that 
learning to teach is a con- 
tinuous cycle of learning, 
analyzing, acting, and re- 
flecting. 

The State Department 
of Education plan also calls 
for a total overhaul of 
teacher licensing regula- 
tions. The proposed new 
regulations would expand 
options for entering the 
teaching profession, allow 
more flexibility in course 
requirements, and restrict 
the number of teachers 
teaching out of their field of 
preparation. 

The state plan calls for 
giving local school systems 
greater autonomy in select- 
ing teachers. State educa- 
tion staff, who now perform 
such regulatory functions 










as ensuring that prospec- 
tive teachers have taken 
specific courses required for 
teaching, would devote 
more time to helping local 
school systems maintain a 
high quality teaching force. 

“The plan provides a 
good connection between 
State Department of Edu- 
cation policy and the Higher 
Education Commission rec- 
ommendations on teacher 
preparation,” Dr. Grasmick 
said. “Taken together, the 
Commission and Depart- 
ment plans have the poten- 
tial torevolutionize the way 
we identify, prepare, and 
license teachers.” 

The State Board is ex- 
pected to take a closer look 
at the plan next year after it 
is reviewed by educators 
and organizations with an 
interest in teacher educa- 
tion and licensing.
